‘28. FAIRCHILD SPEAKS OF THE 
ANTI-MACHINE REVOLT. 


DRMOCRATS OF THE TWENTY-THIRD DIS- 
TRICT BEGIN THEIR ENROLLMENT 
\FOR THE MAY CONVENTION—MR. 
STRAUS ON THE SITUATION. 


The Democrats of the Twenty-third Assembly 
District began a systematic movement of enroll- 
gnont for the May Convention at Syracuse last 
night. Headquarters under the jurisdiction of 
the Democratic Provisional Committee were 
formelly opened, and earnest speeches con- 
demuing the tactics of Senator Hill in securing 
delegates to the Chicago Convention were list- 
ened to and applauded by an audience that more 
than filled the room selected. 

Cyrus L. Sulzberger, who will have charge of 
tho work of enrollment in the district, presided 
over the meeting, which was held at 2,293 Third 
Avenue. After the speeches there was a lively 
demand for blanks for enrollment, and the pre- 
Gistion was made that 7,500 Democrats would 
sign them before the Syracuse Convention. 

Mr. Sulzberger said that the primary object of 
the Provisional Commitiee had been accom- 
plished. Although Hill had the delegation 
from this State pledged to him, it was quite 
within the range of possibilities that his name 
would never be presented to the Chicago Con- 
vention. Not only was Hill out of the race, he 
said, but the nomination of Cleveland seemed 
probable. Still, there was no reason why the 
Chicago Convention should not be told that the 


delegation sent from the Albany Convention did 
ot represent the sentiment of the Democrats of 

e Btate. This point was applauded. 

Mr. Sulzberger then introduced ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Charies 8. Fairchild, who, in an 
address of about thirty minutes, denounced the 
machine which Senator Hill had built up, and 
asked that his tactics be rebuked. Delegations 
and committees, he said, were not designed for 
individuals. Seats in conventions were not the 
aye of individuals. Every delegate was 

he agent of the party in that portion of the 
Btate which sent him. If he did not represent 
the wishes of those people, he, like any other 
agent, was liable to have his acts repudiated by 
his [eases 

“We claim,” said Mr. Fairchild, “that the Al- 
bany Convention did not represent the Demo- 
orats of the State. We claim that the Demo- 
crate of the State will be unrepresented unless 
“7 e further action.” 

r. said that on ordinary occasions 
it was well to abide by the action of a conven- 
tion, even if it did not represent the sentiments 
of the party. It was often best to wait and al- 
low the people to rebuke the action at the polls, 
unless serious resulte would follow tirst. 

“T believe,” he said, ‘“‘that the greater por- 
tion of the Democrats of the State believe the 
netion of that convention will be disastrous; 
that it will be fraught with serious danger. 
Therefore an extraordinary duty is imposed 
upon us. We are obliged to do something to 
correct 8 danger to the party. The only course 
provided under the party government is to 
send a contesting delegation.” 

Kvery man had the same right to go before a 
convention and ask representation that he had 
10 go into a court of law, the speaker said. For 
years there had been a process of building up a 
party among the Democrats by extraordinary 
methods—by suppressing open and free expres- 
pion of opinion and by all the trickery and de- 
vices known to politicians—not to give to Demo- 
orats a chance to express an honest opinion, but 
to be the organization of one nan or at leasta 
coterie of a half duzen men. 

“No party organization has the right to exist 
except for the express wishes of the party,” he 
said. “ Whenit exists for any other purpose, it 
bas betrayed its trust, and it.is the right of the 
trustee to repudiate it.” 

The Democrats of the State had been disfran- 
chised at the Albany convention, Mr. Fairchild 
‘aid, under the methods which had been em- 
gee atthe primaries. He cited an instance 

m one of the counties with which he was 
familiar. A snowstorm had prevented general 
attendance atthe primaries. Atone place the 
Hill crowd outnumbered the anti-Hill men. The 
Hill men got telephonic communication with 
their friends in several towns, and the 
County Convention delegates were named by 
telephone without regard to regularity or any 
pretense of giving the voters a voice in choosing 
them. It was the duty of the Democrats to cor- 
rect the wrong. The enrollment now in prog- 
ress thronghout the State was in effect one 
mighty caucus, prolonged over a period of two 
months—the most Democratic political move 
ever undertaken in any State. This enrollment 
would be takento the Chicago Convention as 
the credentials of the men who comprised the 
contesting delegations. 

**T bave no doubt,”’ said Mr. Fairchild, “ that 
100,000 Democrats will sign the rolls.” 

The movement would be beneficial in years to 
come, he added, because it would show to man- 
agers of political affairs that, unless they car- 
ried out the wishes of the party, there was a 
means by which the Democrats of the State 
might assert themselves and rescue the party, 
even at the last moment, from a great danger. 

“If your wishes are recorded on these pa- 
<—~e said the speaker, pointing to some en- 

ollment blanks, “‘the Democrats of the Nation 
will respect your wishes.” 

There was hearty en as the ex-Secre- 
tary ended. Oscar 8. Straus was then intro- 
duced. He said no movement ever reached 
Hariem River which had more assurance of suc- 
cess, The sentiment against the snap conven- 
tion was almost unanimous in the business ele- 
ment of the party. It was heard on all sides. 
The enrollment was nota &mali task, but it was 

ot a @mall wrong which had been done the peo- 
pie. Extraordinary methods were needed. The 

ovement was such that the people knew it 
was not the work of amateurs. 

“We will carry our appeal to Chicago and 
we will be heard,’’ he sai “Itis our duty to 
pee that these delegates, chosen by one man, 
shal) not defeat the will of the people. If we do 
our daty, this snap convention will with the 
game snap disappear.” 

At the close of Mr. Straus’s speech nearly all 
the persons present signed the roll and or- 
ganized for a canvass among the Democrats of 
the district.

THE PASTERS HELD 10 BE LEGAL. 


——_——_———_ 
IMPORTANT DECISION IN THE SAXTON 
ELECTORAL LAW. 


BARATOGA, N. Y., March 29.—Justice Martin 
L. Stover has just decided in favor of the relator 
a nice point arising under the Saxton electoral 
law in the mandamus proceeding of the people 
ex rel. Henry Bradley and others against 
Thomas ©. Shaw and others, constituting the 
Town Board of the Town of Minerva, Essex 
County. Partisan politics did not enter into the 
question. : 

Previous to the town meeting, which was held 
March 1, the leading men of both parties of that 
town agreed that a union ticket should be placed 
in the field by a union cancus, and that the 
candidate for Supervisor should be a Democrat. 
Such a caucus was held, and William H. Sulli- 
van and Henry Bradley were balioted for as 
candidates for that nomination. Sullivan re- 
ceived a majority of the votes, and was placed 
at the head of the ticket on which ex-Assembly- 
man Wesley Barnes (Rep.) was nominated for 
Highway Commissioner. Mr. Bradley and his 


friends concluded not to abide by the result of 
the caucus, but held another and independent 
ope, at which he was nominated at the head of 
@ practically distinct ticket. Towu Clerk Mul- 
hern refused to print this ticket as not being 
legally nominated, and the Bradley men bad 
paster ballots printed at their private charge 
and used them at the town meeting pasted in- 
side of the official ballot. 

When the ballots were counted it was found 
that the Bradley paster had been voted by 110 
electors and the Sullivan official ballot 7 9Y. 
The Town Board, acting as canvassers, declared 
the Bradley pasters to be illegal and invalid, on 
the ground that the nominations on them had 
not been filed five days before the town meet- 
ing, as required by the Saxton law, and they 
certitied the election of the Sullivan ticket. 
Commodore Bradley applied, by Foley & 
Wing of this village, to Justice Putnam of the 
Supreme Court fora writ of alternative man- 
damus 1n the matter, and it was argued on the 
22d inst. before Justice Stover by ex-Senator 
Foley for the relators and John H. Cunningham 
for the respondents. 

The court has now granted a peremptory writ 
commanding the board to reconvene and recan- 
vass the vote and to declare the result, allow- 
ing to the relators all the votes cast for them 
on the paster ballots. The writ is returnable 
before Justice Putnam at aSpecial Term, to be 
held in this village April 5, with $20 costs 
against the defendants. Justice Stover holds, 
in substance, that Section 3 of the Amended 
Ballot-Reform act, Chapter 96, Laws of 1891, 
relative to the filing of certificates of nomina- 
tions to be made five days before an election 
is solely for the purpose of defining the duties 
of the officer who is to have the official ballots 
printed and does not forbid a candidate or can- 
didates from using or as voted for on the 
paster ballot over official ballots, even when 
they have not been certified as having been 
nominated, and that it is the duty of the can- 
vassers to count such paster ballots. The de- 
cision thus elects the Bradley ticket as an en- 
tirety. 





HARRISON HAS KENTUCKY. 


THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION TO BE 
HELD IN LOUISVILLE TO-DAY. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 29.—The Kentucky 
Republican Convention to nominate delegates 
to the Minneapolis Convention June 7 assem- 
blesin this city to-morrow. The eleven dis- 
tricts in the State have, with two exceptions, 
held conventions and selected district delegates. 
These selections will be ratified by the State 
Convention, which will have ite bands fullin 
selecting four delegates at large. 

There are ten candidates for delegate at large, 
and it requires 776 votes to elect, the State 
Convention consisting of 1,551 delegates. Col. 
W. O. Bradley, the acknowleged leader of the 
party in Kentucky, has 993 votes instructed. 
Judge George Denny, who was an original 
Blaine man, has 413 votes. Internal Revenue 
Collector John Feland has 419 instructed and 
some pledged. Major A. T. Wood, late candi- 


date for Governor, has 235 instructed and some 
pledges. Congressman Jobn Wilson has 75 
yotes. Walter Evans of Louisville has a few. 
The other four candidates are negroes. W. H. 
Steward of Louisville has 188 votes, while 
George Gentry, Jordan Jackson, and W. A. 
Gaines, the other colored candidates, have be- 
tween them something like 500 votes. Boss 
Bradley is said to favor Steward, and it is prob- 
able that this colored map will go to Minneapo- 
lis. The opinion to-night is that the delegates 
at large will be Bradley, Denny, leland, and 
Steward. 

The fight has been between the “ins” and 
the “outs,” and the ins have won. Atleast 
three-fourths of the delegates come to Louis- 
ville instructed for Harrison, and there ia but 
little doubt that the delegation will go to Min- 
neapolis instructed as a unit for the man in the 
White House. The Internal Revenue Service is 
the biggest thing politically in Kentucky, and it 
has been worked well for the past three months. 
The district delegates to Minneapolis are as fol- 
lows: First District, A. D. Cosby and O. Rosa 
Baker; Second District, E. G. Sebree, Jr., and 
A. H. Anderson; Third District, Dr. W. G. 
Hunter and William Turner; Fourth District, 
Rk. H. Martin and Judge Wilby; Fifth District, 
(Louisville,) A. E. Willson and Col. Horace &cott; 
sixth District, (Covington,.) contest; Seventh 
District, L. P. Tarleton and Leslie Combs; 
Eighth District, Col. D. R. Collier and Curtis 
F. Burnam. The Tenth and Eleventh Districts 
are yet to elect. 





LIEUT, TOTTEN’S VAGARIES. 


AFTER SEVEN MORE YEARS THE WORLD 
Is TO GO TO ETERNAL SMASH. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 29.—The long- 
sought star hiding behind the sun, whiclzieut. 
Totten prophesied would appear to-day, when 
the last week of Antichrist begins, did not, so 
far as is known, put in an appearance. The 
Lieutenant wason the streets and did not ap- 
pear fearful of the closing day of grace in his 
calendar. He said in an interview: 

“This is the first day of Nisan, the first day 
of the New Sacred Jewish Year. It begins the 
final seven years which lead up the end of 


the 2,520 years assigned to the ‘Times 
of the Gentiles.’ I have changed none of my 
views expressed inthe Music Hall lecture at 
Boston on March 20. I believe that we are upon 
the borderland, the threshold of an era, as it 
were, ‘a week of years,’ in which men’s hearts 
will be tried by fire, symbolically understood. 

“Tam so generally misunderstood that, aside 
from my authorized printed notes, I always hes- 
itate to increase the confusion by interviews. 
Nothing except death will close my mission 
and my voice. I wait events calmly, and with 
concern inexpressible for those who pronounce 
my warnings vagaries, and condemn them 
without investigation. 

“Itisa period of judgment that we have en- 
tered. It will be systematic andincrease geo- 
metrically, as did the seven years of famine in 
Egypt. Attheir termination. you will remem- 
ber, there was One man who owned Egypt— 
land, cattle, men, and river. A word to the 
wise is suflicient.”’ 





OCOANADA AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 
Orrawa, Ontario, March 29.—The tariff war 
between Canada and Newfoundland was dis- 
cussed in the Senate to-day, when Mr. Boulton 
moved for any orders in council, or letters of 
instruction directing the cusioms authorities 
to put in force against the people of Newfound- 


land the tariff of 1885, which imposed duties 
upon their fish, and any Other papers or docu- 
ments relative to the matters now in dispute 
between the Governments of Canada and New- 
foundland. 

Mr. Bouiton spoke for two hours. While ad- 
mitting that Canada acted properly in blocking 
the reciprocity treaty negotiated last year be- 
tween Newfoundland and the United States, 
he heid that Canada was the first to provoke 
retaliation. He called on the Governinent to 
effect an honorable settlement in a fair and 
friendly spirit. 

Senators Kaulbach, Howland, and E. Miller 
held that the blame rested entirely with New- 
Toundland. The debate will be resumed by 
Premier Abbott to-morrow.

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DEMOCRATS IN A MAJORITY 


RESULT OF THE TOWN ELECTIONS 
IN WESTCHESTER COUNTY. 


YONKERS ELECTS A REPUBLICAN MAYOR, 
AND ‘THE TOWN OF WESTCHESTER 
SENDS ALFRED HENNAN MORRIS TO 
THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


There were elections in every town in West- 
chester County yesterday for town officers. In 
view of the importance of making the Board of 
Supervisors a partisan body, several towns 
which have heretofore had only one candidate 
had nominated full tickets) But this was not 
the case in every town, notably Poundridge, 
where the Democrat, Miles Adams, had no 
opposition; Yorktown. where Ira D. Strang, 
Democrat, had no opposition, and Scarsdale, 
where Chauncey T. Secor, Democrat, was with- 
out opposition. North Salem and Lewisboro 
had Democratic tickets for the first time in 
many years. In New-Castle the Democrats in- 
dorsed the Prohibition candidate for Super- 
visor. 

As the twenty-two towns of the county are 
scattered over such a large territory, and as 
there are so many districts in many towns and 
the canvassing of the votes not completed until 
& very late hour, itis impossible to give the ex- 
act result ofthe election for Supervisors until

In the Town of Westchester the contest for 
Supervisor was a very. hot one, Alfred Hennan 
Morris, son of John A. Morris, the owner of 
Morris Park, defeating his Republican oppo- 
nent, Joshua J. Mallett, by 561 votes. The cam- 
paign thus terminated has been the hottest in 
the history of Westchester. The most remarka- 
bie feature of the political imbroglio into which 
the town was plunged when five separate tick- 
ets were putin the fleld was the throwing out 
of two of them bya Town Clerk who was the 
candidate for re-election on one of the three re- 
maining tickets. 

The primaries of the Westchester Village 
Democracy were held on Monday, Maroh 21. 
There were three candidates for Supervisor— 
William J. Hyland, Michael Roach, an ex- 
Supervisor, and Alfred H. Morris. It is said 
that up to the day when the primaries were 
held the majority of the delegates were in favor 
of Mr. Roach. The opponents of Mr. Morris 
say that these supporters of the ex-Supervisor 
were *“‘ won over” to the Morris side on the day 
the primaries were held, together with a large 
number of the supporters of Mr. Hyland. The 
result was that Mr. Morris was nominated for 
Supervisor, and Mr. Morris’s friends were 
placed on the ticket for all the other offices. 

This caused a very wide split in the West- 
chester Democracy, and a movement was im- 
mediately begun for the nomination of an inde- 
pendent Democratic ticket. Mr. Roach was 
asked to head this ticket, but he refused. The 
primaries were held last Wednesday evening, 
and Mr. Augustus M. Field, the Westchester 
Postmaster under Cleveland, was nominated 
for Supervisor. The certificate of his nomina- 
tion and of the other men on the ticket for the 
injnor offices was drawn up and filed with Alex- 
ander Devlin, the Town Clerk, who is a candi- 
date for another term oa the Morris ticket. On 
Thursday morning Mr. Devlin notitied the inde- 
pendent Democratic candidates that the certift- 
cate was irregular, in that, instead of being 
signed individually by each delegate to the 
primaries, the names were all signed by one 
mnan, Michael Roach, who drew up the certin- 
cate. Theindependent Democratic candidates 
immediately called a meeting, and another cer- 
titicate, properly signed and attested, was made 
out. This was filed late on Friday night. 

Monday morning Candidate Field and the 
other independent Democratic candidates were 
notified by Town Clerk Devlinthat their ticket 
could not be printed under the law, which pro- 
vided that nomination certificates must be filed 
five days before election, and in this case only 
three days would elapse before the election. 

This decision created a sensation in the ranks 
of the independent Democrats, and their anger 
knew no bounds at being thus outwitted by the 
Morrie faction. 

On Monday afternoon Mr. Field and Thomas 
Ryan, the candidate tor Town Clerk on the 
ticket with him, went to White Plains to con- 
sult a lawyer‘on the subject. They were advised 
to secure a mandamus compelling the Town 
Cierk to have the tickets printed in time to have 
them placedin the hands of the Inspectors of 
Election yesterday morning. The time at their 
disposal, however, for the cgrrying out of this 

»lan was too limited, and thiis the independent 

Yemocratic ticket was left out of the field al- 
together. ‘ 

On the same night that the Independent Dem- 
ocratic nominations were made an entirely jn- 
dependent ticket was nominated, the nominee 
for Supervisor being Joshua Mallett, who is the 
nominee of the Republicans for the same posi- 
tion. The other nominees were Democrats, who 
were also nominated on the Independent Dem- 
ocratic ticket. The object in view in getting up 
this ticket was to secure the vétes of the citizens 
of Westchester whose interest in politics is so 
sinall that they vote ratherfor the men than 
zor the party. But the nomination certiticate of 
these nominees was also ae by Town 
Clerk Devlin on the ground of irregularity in its 
drawing up, thus leaving but three tickets in 
the fleld—the regular Republican, the regular 
Democratic, and the Prohibition. 

It was alleged by those who opposed the eleo- 
tion of Mr. Morris that the only reason he 
wanted the Supervisorship was that the ** water 
grant,” which Westchester some time ago s6e- 
cured from the State through legislative enact- 
ment, requires the signature of the Supervisor 
before it becomes a law. This ** water grant” 
gives Westchester entire control of about a mile 
andahalf of the Sound waters to low-water 
mark. This water area is directly in front ofa 
large portion of the Morris estate, and 
it is said by their opponents that the 
Morrises wish to secure control of 
this area for their own purposes. It is even 
said that in the event of the water-grant scheme 
going through the Morrises intend to take away 
the basin from the fishermen and clam diggers 
in order that it might be filled in ror the pur- 
pose of constructing a race track or driveway 
on the redeemed land. It is, moreover, aileged 
that the Morrises have manipulated matters in 
such wise that the taxpayers of Westchester 
have been obliged to pay nearly $150,000 for 
new roads, most of them leading to Morris 
Park. Another grievance is that John R. ‘Mor- 
ris has made application to have the assessment 
on the Morris Park race track reduced from 
$275,000 to $200,000. The gentlemen who 
make these statements do not hesitate to say 
that the elder Morris has been for years endeav- 
oring to make the town of Westchester merely 
an auxiliary to Morris Park. 

In White Plains the entire Democratic ticket 
was olected, with the exception that Timothy 
Murphy,who was acandidate for Excise Commis- 
sioner, was defeated by Joseph Mead, the Pro- 
hibition candidate, Who was indorsed py the 
Republicans.

PEOPLE LEAVING THE CITY FOR FEAR 
OF THE ANARCGISTS. 


Paris, March 29.—The police assert that they 
have obtained detailed information in regard to 
the explosions in the Boulevard 8t. Germain 
and Rue Clichy, and that Ravachol placed the 
bombs in position while accomplices kept watch. 
The mistress of one accomplice brought a 
bomb into Paris concealed under her clothing. 

A packet of explosives has been found in a 
house in the Rue Rennes just vacated by a po- 
lice magistrate. 

Ithas been a long time since such activity 
has been shown by the police as is now displayed. 
The Rue Clichy explosion has impressed upon 
the authorities the fact that Anarchism, or at 
least the crimes arising from that doctrine, must 
be prevented if the fair fame of the city is not 
to suffer. The money loss growing outof the 
fear occasioned by the explosions is incalcu- 
lable. With no certainty as to where the An- 
archists will strike their next blow, visitors to 
Paris deem it the safer plan to leave the oity, 
much to the disgust of hotel proprietors and 
shopkeepers. There is no denying the fact that 
the expressed intention of the Anarchists to 
inaugurate a reign of terror has caused conster- 
nation. Their success in this direction has em- 
boldened them to the commission of further 
crimes, andthe people daily expect to hear of 
other dynamite outrages. 

An important meeting of the authorities was 
held at the Ministry of the Interior to-day. The 
situation was discussed in all ita bearings, and 
it was arranged to exeoute stringent measures 
for the prevention of further outrages. The 
residences of M. Athalin, an examining magis- 
trate, M. Girard, the Public Analyst, and M. 
Clément, a police commissary, are guarded day 
and night to prevent the Anarchists from car- 

rying out their threats to blow them up. 

Judge Benoit, against whom the recent ex- 
plosionin the Boulevard St. Germain was dl- 
recte®® has been served with a notice to quit by 
hislandlord. The owner of the house which 
the Judge occupies says thatif Judge Benoit 
remains there the other tenants,will leave, fear- 
ing that the Anarchists will make another at- 
tempt to blow up the Judge. 

M. Thevenet, ex-Minister of Justice, received 
& menacing letter yesterday. 

The Figaro to-day publishes interviews with 
two leading Anarchists. They declared that the 
members of the party were acting singly on 
their own responsibility, and that there was no 
preconcerted plan to cause explosions. Both of 
them expressed themselves as delighted with 
the moral effect of the explosion, which, they 
said, would direct greater attention to their 
doctrines. 

A Cabinet Council was held this afternoon, at 
which the Ministers discussed the explosion 
that occurred Sunday morning at the house 39 
Rue Clichy. At the close of the meeting M. 
Loubet, the Prime Minister, had a conferenve 
with M. Ricard, Minister of Justice, several 
magistrates, and the Chiefs of Police. M. Lou- 
bet communicated to them the Government de- 
cision regarding the adoption of measures to 
prevent any further work of destruction by the 
Anarchists. 

It is reported that the woman, whose name is 
given as Mariette foubert, has betrayed the 
Ravachol party to the police, who fear that the 
capture of Ravachol will be a desperate under- 
taking. 

Baron Rothschild and other leading bankers 
and prominent residents of this city have re- 
ceived menacing letters from the Anarchists. 

MADRID, March 29.—In the Senate to-day the 
Minister of Justice announced that he would 
introduce a bill to deal with Anarchists. Tne 
Liberal leader promised that the Liberals would 
give the Government every assistance in re- 
pressing Anarchism. 





DR. AGNEW’S WILL. 


SEVERAL BEQUESTS ARE MADE TO 


CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 29.—The last will, with 
two codicils attached, of the late Dr. D. Hayes 
Agnew was probated to-day. The will names 
Mrs. Margaret C. Agnew as the sole trustee and 
executrix, and she in her petition places the 
value of the testator’s personal estate at $100,- 
000 and upward. The appraisement of the 
estate, however, it is estimated, will bring the 
value up to a quarter of a million of dollars. 

After providing for the disposition of his med-. 
foal books and instruments to Dr. Hulber* Ag- 
new, he bequeaths to the Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania all his right and title in 
the book called “The Principles and Practice 
of Surgery,” and all the emoluments and profits 
derived therefrom are to be expended under the 
Faculty of the medical department for the 
benefit of the pathological department. Also 
for the use of the medical department, he gives 
his anatomival and surgical specimens, together 
with all the illustrations. 

The income of the residue of the estate is di- 
rected to be paid to his widow by the executors 
and trustees during the term of her natural life. 
After her death he directs the payment of cer- 
tain legacies torelatives, and then makes the 
following bequests: 
we Trustees University of Pennsylvania, for use 
of hospital, $50,000; Board of Home Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church, $4,000; Board of For- 
eign Missions of Presbyterian Church; $4,000; 
to the Pennsylvania Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, $1,000; Pennsylvania 
Orphanage, at Kingsessing Avenue and Forty- 
a Street, $2,000; Presbyterian Home for 
Widows and Single Women, $2,000; Presby- 
terian Board of Relief for Disabled Ministers 
and Widows and Orphans of Deceased Minis- 
ters, $2,000; University of Pennsylvania, for 
benefit of Maternity Hospital, $1,000; Kensing- 
ton Hospitalfor Diseases of Women, $1,000; 
College of Physicians, $1,000. The money left 
him by the will of the late Margaret R. Smith he 
directs shall be returned to the family. 





KILLED THE DEPUTY SHERIFF. 


REVENGE FOR THE BROWN FACTION INA 
KENTUCKY FEUD. 


PINEVILLE, Ky., March 29.—Another man was 
killed on Beechfork, in Leslie County, Satur- 
day, near the scene of the fight about three 
weeks ago between Sherift’s officers and the 
Brown brothers. This time the Browns came 
out ahead, and Floyd Slusner, a Deputy Sheriff, 
was killed. 

At the earlier encounter two of the Brown 
boys, Frank and Will, were wounded while re- 


sisting arrest by Sheriff's officers. The last af- 
fray grew out of that nght. 

Floyd Slusher was sent to levy on some prop- 
erty belonging to the Browns, to satisfy a five 
which had been made against them for selling 
moonshine whisky. He was returning from the 
place when he came unexpectedly upon two of 
the Brown faction whose names could not be 
learned. A fight followed and Slusher was 
killed. 

fhe dead man was a momber of the famous 
Sluvher faction, who haye been at war with the 
Sinitns in Knox County. He participated ina 
bloody fight not long ago at Flat Lick, and was 
slightly wounded. The Browns are Smith 
syinpathizers, and it is expected that the killing 
will intensify the feud, und that more blood- 
shedding will follow. 





MISSISSIPPI FIGHTS THE LOTTERY. 

JACKSON, Miss.. March 29.—The House to-day 
adopted the Senate resolution prohibiting the 
sale of any newspaper in the State containing a 
lottery advertisement. It is made a misde- 
meanor for any person to sell such paper, or 
offer the same for sale. 

This will cause the New-Orleans papers pub- 
lishing the Louisiana Lottery advertisement a 


good deal of trouble All the papers from New- 
Orleans sold on the streets come by express and 
contain this advertisement, with one exception. 

The Legislature has greatly strengthened the 
act of Congress prohibiting papers containing 
ine nar ame from being sent through the 
mails.

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BERING SEA ARBITRATION 


THE SENATE, WITHOUT OPPOSI- 
TION, RATIFIES THE TREATY, 


A VOICE RAISED AGAINST IT— 
METHOD BY WHICH THE DIFFICULTY 
Is TO BE SETTLED—THE QUESTION 
OF A MODUS VIVENDI. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—By a unanimous 
vote the Senate has ratified the convention be- 
tween the Governments of the United States 
and Great Britain which submits to arbitration 
the questions which have. arisen between the 
two Governments concerning the jurisdictional 
rights of the United States and the preservation 
of the fur sealin bering Sea. There were sev- 
enty-two Senators present to-day when the vote 
on the question of ratification was taken, and 
each voted in the affirmative. 

Two amendments were added to thedocument 
before the Senate set the seal of its approval on 
it. One provides that the English language 
shall be employedin the arguments and pro- 
ceedings before the Board of Arbitration. The 
other gives the board four instead of three 
months from the close of the arguments of coun- 
selin which to render its decision. Both these 
amendments were submitted to the British 
Minister, who secured Lord Salisbury’s assent to 
them before being brought forwardin the Sen- 
ate by Senator Sherman, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. There was no op- 
position to them on the part of the Senators. 

Just two hours were consumed by the Senate 
to-day in reaching the vote. The amendments 
were explained by Mr. Sherman. In view of 
the magnitude of the subject and the great 
volume of testimony which the Board of Arbi- 
tration will be obliged to consider, it was 
thought a very wise procedure to lengthen the 
time. The opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty, which has gradually been growing weaker 
under the pressure brought to bear by the Ad- 
ministration, had entirely disappeared when 
the Senate found itself behind closed doors. 
Lord Salisbury’s latest note had had the effect 
of dissipating the fears that several Senators 
had entertained concerning the outcome of the 
contention. 

There now appear to.be no obstacles in the 
way ofa final settlement of the vexed Bering 
Sea difficulty. The convention, which has been 
signed by Mr. Blaine and Sir Julian Pauncefote 
for their respective Governments, is tne out- 
come of along diplomatic correspondence. By 

its terms the questions between tlie two Gov- 
ernments concerning the jurisdictional rights 
of the United States in the waters of Be- 
ring Sea, and the preservation of the 
fur seal in or habitually resorting to 
this sea, and the rights of the subjects of 
either country as regards the taking of 
seal in those waters, are to be submitted to a 
tribunal of arbitration, to be composed of seven 
members, two of whom shall be named by the 
President, two by her Britannic Majesty, and 
the remaining three by the King of Italy. the 
King of Sweden and Norway, and the President 
of the French Republic respectively. 

The arbitrators shall meet at Paris within 
twenty days after the final delivery of docu- 
meuts and correspondence, which delivery must 
be made within three montbs of the delivery 
on both sides of the printed case, and proceed 
to examine and decide the questions laid before 
them. All questions shall be determined by 
® majority of all the arbitrators. Each of 
the igh contracting parties shall name 
one person to attend the tribunal, as 
its agent, to represent it generally in all mat- 
ters connecte with the arbitration. The 
printed case of each Government must be in 
the hands of the tribunal in not exceeding 
three months from the date of the exchange of 
the ratitications of the treaty. 

It is agreed that these five points ahall be 
submitted to the arbitrators, and that their 
i shall embrace @ distinct decision upon 
each: 

1. What exclusive jurisdiction in the sea known’as 
the Bering Sea and what exolusive rights in the seal 
fisheries therein did Russia assert and exercise prior 
and up tothetime of the cession of Alaska to the 
United States i 

2. How far were these claims of jurisdiction as to 
the seal fisheries recognized and conceded by Great 
Britain? 

8. Was the body of water now known as the Bering 
Bca included in the phrase “Pacific Ocean,” as used 
in the treaty of 1825 between Great Britain and 
Russia, and what rights, if any, in the Bering Sea 
were held and exclusively exercised by Russia after 
said treaty ? 

4. Did not all the rights of Russiaas to jurisdiction 
and as to the seal fisheries in Bering Sea east of the 

<water boundary, in the treaty between the United 
‘States and Russia of the 30th of March, 1867, pass 
unimpaired to the United states under that treaty! 

6. Has the United States any right, and it so, what 
right, of protection or Prenees, in the fur seals fre- 
quenting the islands of the United States in Bering 
Sea when such seals are found outside of the ordi- 

nary three-mile limit? 

If itis found that the conourrence of Great 
Britain is necessary to the establishment of 
regulations for the protection of the seal, the 
arbitrators shall decide what regulations, out- 
side the jurisdictiona! limits of the respective 
Governments, are necessary. To aid them in 
that determination the report of a joint com- 
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| mission of American and British reprosenta- 


tives shall be laid before them. Both Govern- 
ments agree to co-operate in securing the 
consent of other powers to euch regulations. 

The decision of the tribunal must, according 
to the amended treaty. be made within four 
months from the close of the argument on both 
sides. Both Governments agree to consider the 
award of the arbitrators as a final settlement of 
all the questions referred to them. 

The only matter in connection with the treaty 
to be settled at once relates to the renewal of 
the modus vivendi of last year, Lord Salis- 
bury has signified his willingness to agree 
to a renewal if the Government of the 
United States will consent that the arbi- 
trators shall, in the event of a decision ad- 
verse to the United States, assess tle 
damages which prohibition of sealing shall have 
inflicted on British sealers during the pendency 
of the arbitration, and in the event of a decision 
adverse to Great Britain assess the damages 
which this country or its lessees shall have suf- 
fered through the liniitation of slaughter. 

As an alternate course, Lord Salisbury is 
willing to prohibit sealing in the disputed wa- 
ters if vessels be excepted from the prohibition 
which produce a certificate that they have given 
security for such damages as the arbitrators 
may assess in case of a decision adverse to 
Great Britain, the arbitratora to receive the 
necessary authority in that behalf. Mr. Harri-

ENGLAND TAKES THE CREDIT. 


A FEELING THAT THE RESULT IS A 
TRIUMPH FOR HER DIPLOMACY. 


LONDON, March 29.—The result of the Bering 
Sea negotiations ia taken here to be a pro- 
nounced triumph for English diplomacy. The 
charges that the position of the United States 
was entirely due to political considerations are 
renewed with added arguments. 

The St. James’s Gazette voices these criticisms 
this afternoon, saying that President Harrison 
thinks he has done enough for election 
purposes, and, having ridden his high 
horse, he will now descend with digni- 
ty and affability. “There is something 
unspeakably irritating,’’ the Gazeite adds, 
“in the Yankee blarney about the Presi- 
ident being gratified with the present attitude 
of the British Government. The attitude of 
Great Britain was only made difficult by un- 
tenable demands, as the course of events would 
have been much more snmmary on our part if 
it had not been that a serious quarrel between 
Great Britain and the United States is beyond 
contemplation on such a subject.” 

In the House of Commons to-day, Mr. Ed- 
ward Gourley, (Liberal,) member for Sunder- 
land, asked whether the Government, before 
refusing the request of the United States fora 
renewal of the modus vivendi, had under con- 
sideration the dispatch of Sir Baden Powell, the 
British Commissioner, stating that a renewal of 
the prohibition against indiscriminate sealing 
and limiting the catch to 7,500 yearly would be 
beneficial, and, if so, why the policy thus indi- 
cated had not been followed. 

Mr. James W. Lowther, Parliamentary Seore- 
tary of the Foreign Office, replied that it was 
incorrect to say that the Government had re- 
fused to consent to a renewal of the modus 
vivendi. Sir Baden Powell had said that in 
his opinion the taking of a year’s lim- 
ited crop could not injure the seal herd, 
but that the renewal of last year’s 
prohibition and the 7,500 limit would be bene- 
fieial, although unnecessary. That policy, Mr. 


Lowther declared, was being followed, subject 


‘ 
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to the conditions considered necessary by the 
home Government in the interests of Britisn 
subjects engaged in the sealing industry. 

Mr. Lowther’s statement was greeted with 
cheers. 

LONDON, March 30.—The Times says: 

“In the midst of demonstrations which, 
in the Old World, would exolude all hope 
or chance of a peaceful solution, the 
Americans can, at a moment's notice, 
drop rant and adopt the serious tone 
of business men. While President Harrision is 
fuming and sputtering in a fashion which 
Americans resumably think imposing and 
which Englishmen certainly think absurd the 
United States Senate is quietly preparing to 
ignore all his flights of eloquence. 

“Appearances had to be consulted, however, 
and the Senate, while putting aside the Presi- 
dent’s histrionics, has been obliged to lend 
him what countenance it can. Conse- 
quent we have a little comedy of de- 
lighted discovery. Lord Salisbury's dispatch re- 

eating a proposal already made in other forms 
& very satisfactory, and wirepullers throughout 
the country are able to boast that the President 
had twisted the tail of the British lion. No 
practical politician concerns himself with the 
fact that the comedy does not tend to maintain 
the dignity of the Republic.” 





“THE HONORABLE THE SENATE.” 


THE MEN WHO ARE ASSISTING QUAY IN 
THE ATTACK ON MR. YOUNG. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Being protected by 
the closed doors of the Senate Chamber, which 
let not out the speeoh ofthe slanderer, and hav- 
ing blackened the reputation of an employe 
who was guiltless, ‘‘The Honorable the Senate ” 
is evidentiy determined to be as indecent 
throughout in the matter of the dismissal of 
Executive Clerk James R. Young as it appeared 
to be on the first report of that cowardly and 
brutal assault. 

According to report, the “honorable” Sena- 
tors who consider that it is fair, manly, and just 
to do this sort of thing, and that it isnot meaner 
than the commonest blackguardism, and who 
took the lead in accusing Mr. Young of reveal- 


ing the secrets of the executive sessions, are 
Dolph, (Rep., Ore.,) Frye and Hale, (Rep., Me.,)

MR. PECKHAM UNDER FIRE 


HE TELLS WHAT HE KNOWS OF 
THE MAYNARD SCANDAL. 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE BAR ASSOCIA~ 
TION BEFORE THE BOARD OF WHITE- 
WASHERS—A SBESSION WASTED IN 
TRYING TO DISCREDIT A WITNESS. 


ALBANY, March 29.—The joint Judiciary Com- 
mittees of the Legislature began work to-day on 
the heroio task of whitewashing Judge Isaac H. 
Maynard for having, while holding a commis- 
sion as a State officer, last December purloined 
a public document addressed to the State Con- 
troller from the latter’s office. The investiga- 
tion was ordered by the Senate which Maynard 
helped to steal, and was conducted in a manner 
in perfect consonance with the principles which 
governed Maynard in perpetrating a public 
theft, and which controlled the Democratic 
members of the Senate to vote for his confirma- 
tion as a Judge of the Court of Appeals as a 
vindication for that theft. The dominating in- 
fluence of David B. Hill permeated the investis 
gation from the beginning to the end. 

The Democratic members had two attorneys— 
Hugh Reilly of Albany, Judge of the Court of 
Claims, and James W. Ridgway, District At- 
torney of Kings, who was substituted for Delee 
McCurdy of New-York, who was reported to be 
“sick.” The Republican members of the com- 
mittee were not allowed counsel. The stambling 
which has followed the course of the Democrats 
in this case was never more forcibly illustrated 
than in this question of the employment of coun- 
se). The natural theory would be that in a mat- 
ter so serious in Its charges, so important in its 
results,and so dangerous to the people con. 
cerned in it, counsel of transcendent abilities 
would be retained, men capable of mecting on 
their own ground witnesses of the keenest intel- 
lect, lawyers of the brightest minds, who have 
made astudy of the subject for three months. 
And no better evidence is needed of the kind of 
following behind David B. Hill than the appear- 
ance as counsel to investigate a Judge of the 


Court of Appeals of such men as James W. 
Ridgway and Hugh Reilly against such witness: 
esas Wheeler H. Peckham, Frederic Rk. Coudert, 
Albert Stickney, and Clifford A. Hand. 

Not once did the counsel for the committee 
rise to the dignity and the gravity of the in- 
vestigation. They insisted upon dragging in 
politics at each and every point upon the merest 
pretense, questioned the motives of the nine 
members of the Bar Association exactly as Hilt 
questions the integrity of heelers who have 
been delegated to purchase votes, and through- 
out the entire investigation ran a line of gut- 
tersnipe politics utterly unworthy the place, 
the occasion, or the subject, and throughout 
the entire session the Democrats were utterly 
discomfited. 

Wheeler H. Peckham, President of the New: 
York Bar Association, was the first and only 
witness of the day. He wus*on the stand for 
three hours, and an excellent, a brilliant wit- 
ness he made. Counsel attempted again and 
again to take liberties with his intellect, only ta 
be beaten or exposed to the most delightful 
ridicule. Courteous to a degree, apparently 
indifferent to hia own position, but thoroughly 
alive to the depth of the disgrace which May- 
nard has thrown upon the bench, Mr. Peckham 
proved to be a witness upon whose testimony 
not & dent was made, and whose disinter- 
estedness in the entire proceedings was 
fully established. It was laughable to note 
how the counsel attempted to discredit 
his credibility as a witness; how they tried 
again and again to impeach through him the in- 
tegrity of such men as himself, Mr. Coudert, 
and their.colleagues in the now famous Com: 
mittee of Nine, in true Tombs pettifogging 
style. Judged from the ethics of Hill politics, 
that patriotism is dead and that every action in 
the world is controlled by ignoble motives, the 
course of the counsel was commendable, but 
Mr. Peckham’s testimony proved conclusively 
that the kind of politics by which Hill has be- 
come @ State factor is unknown in the Bar As- 
sociation. 

On every issue raised the Democrats were 
bafiied and beaten, and it is no exaggeration to 
say that when the session closed to-night the 
case against Judge Maynard was blacker and 
more damaging than at any time since his of- 
fense became known, for it was brought forth 
that one of the Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
the Judge who sits next to him on the bench, 
Judge Rufus W. Peckham, disapproved of May: 
nard’s act in purloining the returns from Mr. 
Wemple’s office. 

The committee was slow in coming together. 
The Democratic members first had to meet in 
Lieut. Gov. Sheehan’s room and receive their 
orders; then the counsel were prompted, andat 
3:25 P. M, the committee, with all the appar- 
ent dignity of statesmen intent upon perform- 
ing a solemn duty, filed into the Senate Cham- 
ber, which was filled to overflowing. Three of 
the most interested spectaters were John 
Bogart, ex-State Engineer, who was one of the 
State Board of Canvassers; Edward Murphy, 
Jr., of the State Committee, and Lieut. ov. 
Sheehan. 

At the outset Mr. Roesch read a dispatch from 
Vauderpoel, Cuming & Goodwin, announcing 
that Mr. Delos McCurdy, who had been ap-* 

ointed last night as counsel, was ill. But 

enator Cantor was ready to move that James 
W. Ridgway be appointed in his place, the 
committee was: ready to accept him, and Mr. 
Ridgway was ready to take the billet. 

Senator O’Connor (Rep., Broome,) sarcastical- 
ly congratulated the commitiee on the change 
from McCurdy to Ridgway. 

Judge Roesch read the names of the nine 
members of the Bar Association committee 
who had drawn the Maynard eo na who were 
subpenaed to appear at 10 o’clock yesterday, 
and who have been held in this city to the det- 
riment of their own business’ ever since. All 
answered to their names except William F. Jen- 
ner, who was reported by Mr. O’Connor to be 
unable to come until to-morrow. A dispatch to 
the same effect was read from James C. Carter 
of New- York. 

Gen. Husted (Rep., Westchester,) mildly 
threw into the deliberations this bombshell: 
“In order to make the record complete I wish 
to say that neither under the stututes nor un- 
der the rules of the Legislature is anthority 
found for an investigation by a joint commit- 
tee.’ 

‘Then you want to say,” observed Mr. Can- 
tor (Dem., New-York,) ‘“‘that the subpoenas 
that have been issued are not operative? ”’ 

*“*T have nothing to say,” said Gen. Husted, 
“except that I wantto make this record com- 

lete.”” 

P senator Cantor declared the objection cap- 
tious, and Gen. Husted asserted that he would 
take no impertinence from Cantor. The inves- 
tigation ought to have been conducted by the 
Senate or the House Judiciary Committee sep- 
arately. 

Wheeler H. Peckham, President of the Bar 
Association of New-York, was called. He said 
the Bar Association of New-York City was or- 
ganized in 1872. Itnow consisted of about 1,150 
members. He explained in the minutest detail 
how the investigation into the charges against 
Maynard was organized and performed by the 
association. He described the meeting of Maroh 
8 and the appointment of the committee. He 
did not himself suggest all the names. Mr. 
Coudert suggested Mr. Hand’s name, Mr. Me- 
Curdy suggested the names of John M. Bowers, 
Elihu Root, and William B. Hornblower. Mr. 
Bowers declined to serve because he had ex- 
pressed an opinion. ; 

This observation gave counsel a point, which 
Judge Reilly worked till it was threadbare. 
Reverting again to the meeting of March 8, 
counsel attempted to put the witness in a false 
light by asking: 

“Did you not invite persons who were not 
members of the association? Now, as President 
of the Bar Association did you not send notices 
to friends, and not to members gener 
ally?” 

“No, Sir. You attempt to put a construction 
on my words that they will not bear.” 

He explained how séveral conferences had 
taken place after the proposition had been made 
that the charges against Maynard ought to be 
looked into. At the first conference the witnesa 
remembered that Messrs. Coudert, Bowers, and 
Robinson were present. Counsel strove per-- 
sistently to get at the motives of the committee, 
until finally the witness declared: ‘I don't see 
what this has got to do with the matter.” 

“I think,” said Judge Reilly, “that itis my 
duty to show the animus that governed the re- 
port of this association.” 

Then counsel tried a new line of investigation 
with no better result. He attempted to draw 
from the witness the fact that he nad appointed 
nine men who had already formed and ex- 
pressed opinions hostile to Maynard. 

“Twas backand forth all the timé the three 
conferences were going on,” said Mr. Peckham, 
“and I never heard anyof them express an 
opinion.” 

**But they had them,” persisted counsel. 

“To this extent.” was the response, “the act 
of Judce Maynard intaking papers from the 
Controller's office was not justified in itself, 
and certainly required some investigation, and 
on question was what thatinvestigation should

vestigate Mr. Maynard. ‘he first suggestion for 
an investigation came to him from Albert 
Btickney. :

He tried to 
show that some good reason existed why Bow- 
ers and Delos MoCurdy had not served. “ Mr, 
Bowers declined,” said the witness, with asmile,

nard is guilty?” asked Reilly.

“How did you that result?”

“ By a study of all the documents,” 

Reverting to the manner in which the com- 
mittee was appointed, Mr. Peckham, in answer 
to many questions from counsel, said: “In 
selecting the men to conduct the investigation 
I took into account that a committee to carry 
weight must be composed of men whose reputa- 
tions and standing must be beyond all question. 
I selected seven Democrats for the best of rea- 
eons, forifthe best Republicans in the world 
had been chosen their report would have had 
no weight. The charge against Judge Maynard 
involved no partisan issue; only the reputation 
of @ man who was regarded as honest. The 
committee was looked upon as a body who 
would not be charged with political bias.’ 

“In selecting these Democrats,” asked Reilly, 
“41d you consider the class of Democrats { ” 

“T protest,” cried Gen. Husted; “this is nota 
political, but a judicial investigation.” 

“Well,” resumed Reilly, “ these men are not 
Democrats.” 

‘If you mean practical politicians,” replied 
Mr, Peckham, “they are not. As high-minded 
men, not bound down by party lines, they are 

Demcocrats.” 

“Arethey not of a class who believe in de- 
feating their party candidate!” asked Reilly. 
** Did they not vote against the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor three years ago t” 

“ So far as I know, every man on thatcommit- 
tee has voted for every Democratic candidate 
for Governor for twenty-five years.” 

This senseless and ridiculous line of question- 
ing was ended by this question: “ Did you vote 
for the Democratic candidate for Mayor last 
time?”’ 

* “Why of course I did,” replied the witness 
naively, “for Francis M. Scott.” 

These questions disgusted the outspoken 
O’Connor, who cried: ‘Mr. Chairman, this is 
ridiculous. The questions putto witnesses in 
this line of testimony are only for the purpose of 
establishing their credibility. What have these 
conundrums got to do with the charges against 
Judge Maynard?” 

* That is true,” interrupted Senator Mullin, 
“You are to investigate the charges, not the 
witnesses.” 

“Did you know that Clifford Hand was the 
brother-in-law of Mathew Hale?” asked Judge 
Reilly. 

“TI did not,”’ replied the witness. 

Gen. Husted broke in, “Did you ever know 
that Mr. Hand was the brother to that distin- 
guished jurist, Samuel Hand, formerly Judge of 
the Court of Appeals?” 

“He seoms to be pretty well connected, any- 
way,” said O’Connor. 

“Tf you had known who he was, do you think 
he was a proper man to put upon that com- 
mittee ?”’ asked Reilly. 

“I wonld put Mr. Hand on any committee 
for any purpose,” said the witness. 

Reilly then essayed a fresh trail, and at- 
tempted to prove that Mr. Peckham entertained 
an animus against Judge Maynard because the 
latter defeated him in a sugar trnustcase. To 
which the witness responded: ‘I have only 
this to say, that iflawyers should disagree on 
personal grounds because of defeatsin courts, 
the bar would have a tough time of it.” 

Some one in the audience began to prompt 
the counsel and the matter of the appointment 
of the committee was reopened. 

“Did not Mr. McCurdy give you a list of 
names including such men as Margrave Cox, 
John D. Kernan, William Allen Butler, and 
Clarence Seward!” asked Reilly. 

*“* Yes,” was the reply, “ I saw Mr. Butler per- 
sonally, and he refused to serve. I sent a 
messenger to his office to urge him to recon- 
sider his determination.” 

“ and Seward?” 

““1¢ was difficult to get him.” 

“Why!” suspiciously. 

“He was in Europe,” replied the witness 
quietly, and a general laugh followed. 

Starting off on another tack, counsel soon 
found themselves in a labyrinth that would 
have bewildered men better equipped for the 
work. Reilly attempted to fling a little mud at 
the New-York City Bar Association, and to 
glorify the State Bar Association. In answer to 
one question about the latter organization, the 
witness said: “The State Bar Association at 
one time consisted of Elliott F. Shepard; after- 
ward it was enlarged.” 

“Why did your committee of nine consist of 
80 many persons connected with the People’s 
Municipal League ?”’ 

“T don’t know as any of them were.” 

“ Was not Mr. Coudert?”’ 

“He was not. I could not get him.” 

Even Mr. Murphy joined in the round of 
laughter that groeted this speech. 

One of the most amusing phases of the inves- 
tigation was the attempt on the part of counsel 
to discredit the credibility of Mr. E. Randolph 
Robinson as a member of the Bar Association 
Committee, because eight years ago his firm was 
counsel for Jacob Sharp in the Broadway Rail- 
road suits. When counsel pressed witness again 
=F pg expression as to Maynard’s conduct he 
paid: 

“T oan conceive no act more reprehensible 
than thatofa public oflicer who takes a pub- 
lic dodument not his own. The consequences 
are always serious to the last degree.” 

“Even to give control of a Senate to the Dem- 
ocrats! Do you think that a serious act?” 
asked Reilly. 

“T have said nothing of the kind,” said Mr. 
Peckham. 

After Reilly had attempted and been defeated 
in an effort to introduce as an exhibit the letter 
which Storm IKinans wrote to Maynard, and 
which the latter tacked on to his explanation to 
Chief Justice Karl, Mr. Ridgway began to ask 
the witness a number of questions, which regult- 
ed disastrously to Maynard. Ridgway first 
tried to show tbat in abstracting the docu- 
went Maynard was justified in the eyes of the

ELLIS ISLAND INVESTIGATION. 


NETTLETON’S SHARP RESENTMENTS 
—CHARGES AGAINST MR. OWEN. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Ellis Island in- 
vestigation by the joint Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Immigration this morning was 
marked by animation and tartness. There was 
aspirited controversy between Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton of the Treasury Department and 
Chairmen Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) and Stump 
(Dem., Md.,) of the committees, particularly be- 
tween the two first named. 

Chairman Chandler, in questioning Mr. Net- 
tleton, sought to place upon him the responsi- 
bility for the policy under which the depart- 
ment used immigration head money for 
improvements at Ellis Island. Mr. Nettleton 
resented this as an attempt to fix on hima re- 
sponsibility not properly attaching to him, and 
accused the two Chairmen of hostility to him. 

After recess Mr. Nettleton made a statement 
withdrawing the remarks he had made alleging 
animus and hostility on the part of the two 
Chairmen, Messrs. Chandler and Stump, as he 
had received the positive assurances of both 
gentlemen that he was mistaken. Mr. Nettle- 
ton said he wished to turn the Treasury Depart- 
ment and his own memory inside out to furnish 
all information along the lines of the investiga- 
tion. He believed absolute integrity had mirked 
all the Ellis Island work, and he should gladly 
join the committees in pursuing to the peniten- 
tiary any man who could be shown to have re- 
ceived a dishonest doliar from the work. A 
still more sensational turn was given the 
investigation a short time afterward, when 
Assistant Secretary Nettleton read a letter, 
calling the attention of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and of the President to the manage- 
ment of the office of Superintendent of Immi- 
gration by Mr. W. D. Owen. In brief, the letter 
said that Mr. Owen was incompetent, thor- 
oughly untrustworthy, guiity of circulating 
malicious slanders against his superiors, and 
slipshod in the handling of public moneys. 
There was alsoa specific allegation that Super- 
intendent Owen had atvempted to secure im- 
proper payment of a voucher. 

Mr. Nettleton said the letter was the culmi- 
nation of a series of frictions extending over the 
entire period of Mr. Owen’s incumbency. The 
Niedringhaus tin — workmen affair was gone 
over. r. Nettleton said that at a conference 
he and Mr. Owen had informally reached the 
conclusion that the tin plate industry was 
not an established industry in the United States. 
No formal conclusion was reached at that con- 
ference, but Mr. Owen immediately wrote and 
made public his letter fiving Miedringhaus an 
affirmative answer to his request to be permit- 
ted toimport workmen. Secretary Foster, after 
a conference with witness, recalléd that letter 
as Was known. 

Witness next saw an interview in the papers 
with Mr. Owen,in which that gentieman was 
quoted as saying that he had issued hia letter 
with the approval of Assistant Secretary Nettle- 
ton, and that both had been turned down to- 
gether by Seoretary Foster. Mr. Owen called 
on witness, denied having given the interview, 
and said that he had been talking on the sub- 
ject with some gentlemen and afterward the 
matter had been printed by one of those pres- 
ent. “ From that moment,” continued Mr. Net- 
tleton, ** Jad @ very distinct change in the 
moony of Mr. Owen toward myself and my 
office.”’ 

Mr. Nettleton said he had no hostility to Mr. 
Owen; it had all been on the side of the latter. 
He (Mr. Nettleton) had not endeavored to 
humiliate or annoy Mr. Owen. His attitude 
toward that gentleman, however, had been one 
of caution. So far as he was concerned, there 
had been the free intercourse necessary to oflicial 
business; he had Se ony ! sent for Mr. Owen 
on business. Mr. Owen had come, but not 
within the last two months. 

Superintendent Owen of the Immigration Bu- 
reau was asked about the voucher (for $117) to 
which Mr. Nettleton objected. Mr. Owen said 
Hugh A. Ernst was atenographer to him (Owen) 
and presented a bill for overtime work. Witness 
felt the bill ought to be paid, but ascertained 
that it could not be paid in the ordinary way of 
doing business. One day Ernst and the book- 
keeper in the witness's office said Acting Chief 
Rose of the Appointment Division had in- 
structed them that if they would make out the 
voucher on an incidental expense voucher and 
Mr. Owen approve the voucher the Secretary 
could direct its payment. The voucher was not 
to be made out in the name of the person who 
did the work, but of the assignee. It was madé 
out in the name of Nellie H. Ernst. The witness 
signed it, and, taking the voucher, asked Assist- 
ant Secretary Spaulding about the matter, and 
he said he did notsee how it could be done, 
Witness returned the voucher to Ernst and told 
him it could not passe. Ernst subsequently said 
Mr. Rose had asked him for the voucher, as he 
was sure it could be paid. 

The next he heard of the matter was the re- 
ceipt of Nettleton’s note asking by what 
authority Nellie H. Ernst had been employed, 
and the charges followed. Subsequently he 
asked Ernat for his resignation. He refused to 
recommend his reinstatement, but on the 25th 
inst. Ernst was reinstated without the witness 
knowing anything about it until he presented 
himself for duty. Gen. Nettleton had charge of 
appointments, but witness could not say 
whether he or Secretary Foster had rein- 
stated Ernst. He denied absolutely having cir- 
culated any slanderous or untruthful reports 
about Nettleton. 


ADIRONDACK SLAVE DRIVERS. 


‘ —— 
BOARD OF ARBITRATION STARTS ON ITS 
TOUR OF INVESTIGATION. 


Urica, N. Y., March 29.—The Board of Me- 
diation and Arbitration left Utiga on its 
tour of investigation into the treatment 
of laborers on Dr. Webb’s Adirondack Rail- 
road at noon to-day. At Boonville the 
board met twenty-five St. Regis Indians 
on their way to their home in {Massena Springs 
from a contractor's camp. They had been em- 
ployed at clearing away underbrush and timber 
before the digging commenced. They said that 


they had been well treated. They had no 
stories of assault by the contractors. 

At Lowville the board took further testimony. 
Twenty-five witnesses had been subpened. 
People living in the vicinity testified to elping 
laborers to get away from the contractors an 
to hearing complaints of cruelty. 

Leopold Dhurm, who had just come in from a 
camp, sald he was employed at Meyer’s, 16 
Greenwich Street, New-York, at — per month 
when he went to work on the railroad. He ha 
worked two monthe and received $13. He recount- 
ed instances of cruel treatment by the bosses. 
John MelIntyre of Buffalo, brother of a con- 
tractor, testified that,.“ except for clubbing,” 
the men had been well treated. They had such 
accommodations as lumbermen have. He knew 
nothing about the pay of the men. 

Edward O’Connor of Macon, Ga, a walking 
boss, said that the men were unruly. He had 
tried coaxing to get them to work, and it would 
notdo. He had not seen any men beaten. 

Another boss testified that he had driven men 
back to camp when they were running away. 
He said that the men would get goods at the 
commissary and then run away. 

After hearing other testimony of the same 
general character the board took a recess until 
to-morrow. 

A number of Welshmen arrived in Utica from 
the camps to-day. ‘They report satisfactory 
treatment and wages. They are fariu laborers 
and have left the railroad because it is time for 
them to be looking for Summer jobs.

The New-York financiers who control the Rich- 
mond Terminal properties discussed with much in- 
terest yesterday the action of Judge Pardee of the 
Georgia Supreme Courtin taking the Georgia Cen- 
tral Railroad out of their hands and denying them 
ayy voice as stockholders in the management of the 
property. 

This is the natural outcome of the recent action of 
the Richmond Terminal people in abrogating the 
lease by which they had been operating the Georgia 
Central, through the Richmond and Danville Com- 
pany. But Gen. Thomas and his friends had no idea 
of giving up their rights as stockholders, The Rich- 
mond Terminal Company owns 42,200 shares (out of 
@ total 75,000) of Georgia Central stock which is de- 
posited with the Central Trust Company as the un- 
derlying security for the Terminal 5 per cent. bonds. 
The Goorgia court boldly takes the ground that the 
stock held by the Richmond Terminal Company is 
not entitled to a voice in the management of the 
Georgia Central Railroad because it represents a 
competing interest. 

The Constitution of the State of Georgia says: 
“The General Assembly of this State shall have no 
power to authorize any corporation to buy shares of 
stock in any other corporation in this State or else- 
where, or to make any c ontract or agreement what- 
ever with any such corp oration which may have tho 
effect, or be intended tu have the effect, to defeat or 
lesson Competition in their respective businesses, or 
to encourage monopoly, and all such contracts and 
agreements shall be illegal anil void.” 

The Georgia Central and the Richmondand Danville 
are regarded as “competing interests,” and the 


practical effect of Judge Pardoe’s decision is to declare 
the Richmond Terminal Company an illegal holder 
of Georgia Central Stook. That such a decision will 
meet with a strong sentiment of approval in Georgia 
there can be no donbt, but the Richmond Terminal 
people will certainly take exception toit, and there 
will be more litigation. 

President Oakinan of the Richmond Terminal sys- 
tem received dispatches yesterday informing him 
that Judge Pardee had ordered the Georgia Central 
Railroad “ to be turned over to the Directors resi- 
dent Me Georgia, pending an election for a new board, 
the 42,200 shares of stock held by the Central Trust 
Company, if controlled by a congener line or inter- 
est, to be enjoined from voting at this election.” 

Mr. Oakman declined to express any opinions as to 
the course that the Richmond Terminal Company 
would pursue to protect its stock rights in the Geor- 
gia Central Road. It was an open question, he re- 
marked, whether the Richmond Terminal Company 
was “a competing line ” in Georgia. 

A gentleman whois familiar with the railroad sit- 
uation in Georgia said last evening: *‘ {am glad that 
the Georgia Central property has been put into the 
hands ofmen who are interested only in its pros- 
perity. Certain other persons have been doing all 
that they could to drag the property down and ruin 
it. The people of Georgia have a pride in that road, 
and wantitto sneceed. They will sustain the new 
management heartily if it proves to be honestly rep- 
resentative of Georgia’s interests. The road is In 
good nye condition, and it can be 80 managed 
that its earning capacity will soon make it one of 
the prosperous railroad systems of the South.” 

Mr. H. M. Comer of Savannah, President of the 
Southbound Railroad, was yesterday elected Presi- 
dent of the Georgia Central in place of Gen. Alexan- 
der, resigned. 

Application has been nade by Mr. Olcott and his 
associates to have the Richmond Terminal Reorgan- 
ization Committee's receipts listed by the Stock Ex- 
change, in order that a negotiable piece of paper 
may be given tothe security holders upon the de- 
posit of their securities. A sapecial meeting of the 
Governing Committee will be held to-day to consider 
the matter.

CITIZENS OPPOSED TO IT. 


THE OFFER FOR THE WESTERN MARY- 
LAND RAILROAD, 


BALTIMORE, March 29.—Comment to-day on the 
proposition of the Baltimore and Cumberland Rall- 
road, the official name of the West Virginia’s latest 
scheme to buy the Western Maryland Railroad, is 
almost unanimously against the offer, which is con- 
sidered entirely too small, being in fact 
merely a cash payment of a half million 
dollars, with the other five million to be 
paid in annual installments of $50,000 after 1894. 
The road cost over ten millions. Joseph H, Rieman, 
Chairman of the special committee of the Board of 


Trade on the question of the sale or lease of the 
Western Marylaud Railroad, said: 

‘As a citizen for more than sixty years, and as a 
large real estate ownér, I firmly believe that the 
sale of the Western Maryland Railroad would be 
most ill advised, suicidal, and damaging to the best 
interest of the city, and I have yet to see one sound 
reason for it. [ think it the most absurd propo- 
sition ever made to an intelligent community. 

“It is not a question of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
the West Virginia Central Railroad, the Baltimore 
and Ohio, the Baltimore and Lehigh, or any road se- 
curing the Western Maryland, The vital question is 
the interest of the City of Baltimore, and this, I be- 
lieve, is involved in holding on to the road.’’ 

John £. Hurst said that he was opposed to accept- 
ing the offer, becanse he believed the Pennsylvania 
Railroad would step in and prevent all extension 
that would invade its territory in Pennsylvania. 

Gen. John M. Hood, President of the Western 
Maryland Road, said: “It seems a most extraor- 
dinary proposition that the city should be asked to 
rive a mere paper railroad, owned by a lot of specu- 
ators, preference over the company which, without 
capital outside of its revenue, has made such ex- 
traordinary developments in the interest of the city, 
and which, if allowed to pursue its own course, 
would soon make good every dollar of interest as 
well as principal advanced to it by the city, while by 
this arrangement the $3,000,000 interest paid by 
the city is expressly thrown overboard.”

STIRRING UP A PASSENGER-RATE WAR. 

OHICAGO, March 29.—Lines in the Northwesterao 
blind passenger pool were thrown into a state of fer- 
ment to-day by the receipt of an announcement from 
the Omaha Road to the effect that, commencing 
April 3, it would shorten the time of its vestibuled 
train between St. Paul and Chicago thirty minutes 


in both directions, This action is taken on its part 
to enable its passengers to make better connections 
with the Southern connections of the road. The 
train arriving here from St. Paul at 8:30 A. M. will, 
after the date mentioned, arrive at 8 A. M., and the 
train leaving here at 6 P. M. will not leave un- 
til 6:3u. ‘There is nothing in the Western Passen- 
ger Association agreement to prevent any road short- 
ening its time if it wants to, but it is claimed by the 
competitors of the Omaha that there is a tacit under- 
standing that the time shall not be cut. The Traftic 
Manager of one of these lines remarked to-day: 
‘Well, if the Omaha cuts its time there is nothing 
left for us to do but out our rate. We must even up 
things somehow, and that is the only way we have of 
doang it.”

IMPORTANT RAILROAD CHANGES.

READING DEAL IN CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The House Committee 
on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce to-day took up

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS: 

—About $7,000,000 will be expended this and next 
year onthe Pennsylvania lines westof Pittsburg, 
with a view to accommodate the World’s Fair trattio, 
About $5,000,000 will be equally divided between 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago Road and 
the Sera’. Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
Railroad in laying several hundred miles of new 
double track, for which work the contracts have 
been awarded. The remaining $2,000,000 will be de- 
voted to new locomotives, passeuger coaches, and 
other rolling stock. The locomotives will all be of 
the high-speed class, as it is proposed to make faster 
time than is possible now. 

—General Passenger Agent Barker of the Monon 
has returned to Chicago from the South, where he 
has been since the commencement of the present rate 
war in the Ohio River Association by the Pennsyl- 
vania. While expressing the hope that the roads 
will speedily reach a satisfactory arrangement, Mr. 
Barker says that his road has no reason to find fault 
with the results, The Monon has been doing a 
greatly-increased business since the beginning of 
the trouble, but at the same time would like to see 
peace restored. 

—A oallfora menting of the Trans-Missouri Preight 
Association to be held in Kansas City on Tuesday, 
April 12, has been issued. The following subjects 
are docketed for consideration: Revision of associa- 
tion tariiis showing rates to and from Utah common 
points; maximum rates between Colorado and com- 
mon points, and Kansas and Nebraska stations; con- 
sideration of differences existing between rules and 
regulations of trans-Missouri and Western freight 
associations governing freight traffic. 

—The officers of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Company have been cited to appear before the Mich- 
igan Railroad-Crossing Board on April 26 and show 
by what authority it makes a statement to the Aud- 
itor General's department in that State for the earn- 
ings of 1891 upon its entire system instead of the 
main line for purposes of taxation as heretofore. 
The change of method reduces the amount subject to 
specific taxation in Michigan about $300,000, and 
amount of tax $14,000. 

—A decision has been handed down by the Chair. 
man of the Western Passenger Association in regard 
to the division of rates made Me Eastern lines on the 
basis of differential fares. r. Finley’s ruling is 
that his roads must insist on receiving their proper 
proportions on the basis of standard rates, and re- 
demptions must be made on that basis where the 
issue of foreign roads is involved. 

—The report that the St. Paul and Duluth Road will 
baild an extension from its Cloquet branch to the 
Mesaba range is confirmed. General Manager 
Plough has admitted that such is the company’s in- 
tention, and that the work will be begun this Spring. 
Plough’s recent visit to the range was in connection 
with this extension. This will make four new roads 
into the new iron country. 

—The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Union Pacific Railroad has been called for the 27th 
of next month, in Boston. It is probable that the 
Jay Gould interest will be eliminated from the man- 
agement without any oppositionon his part. Mr, 
Fred 8. Ames is talked of as successor to President 
Sidney Dillon. ' 

President Ingalls has extended the jurisdiction of 
all the general otiicers of the Big Four system over 
the new Michigan Division of that system, formerly 
the Cincinnati, Wabash and Michigan. The officers 
of the last-named road thus superseded were other- 
wise provided for. 

—Mr. OC, W. Morrow has been appointed Contract- 
ing Agent of the Chicago and Alton Railroad Com- 
pany in this city. Mr. Morrow has been connected

ST. LAWRENCE CANAL TOLLS. 
ee 
DEPUTATIONS ARGUE BEFORE PREMIER 
ABBOTT FOR A REDUCTION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario. March 29.—The question of 
the reduction of the St. Lawrence Canal tolls 
on American grain bound from Chicago to 
Montreal was fully discussed to-day by rival 
deputations in the presence of Premier Abbott, 
The ocean steamship companies sent numerous 
representatives, who argued in favor of a rebate 
of tolls on grain transshipped at Ogdensburg 
and carried to Montreal. In addition, they 
urged the general reduction of canal tolls upon 


all east-bound shipments, and the improvement 
of the 8t. Lawrence route. 

The other delegates represented the Canadian 
Inland Marine Association. These vessel own- 
ers strongly opposed the granting of a rebate 
on grain transshipped at Ogdensburg, giving as 
a reason that under the coasting regulations 
they were not allowed to carry cargoes from one 
American port to another, and that the business 
between Chicago and Ogdensburg was monopo- 
lized by American boats. The concession, if 
granted, they said, would ruin Canada’s inland 
marine. 

These 6bjections, the ocean steamship repre- 
sentatives said, resulted from natural causes 
alone. Premier Abbott intimated that the 
canal tolls would be reduced. It is expected he 
will also pass an order in council granting the 
rebate on grain transshipped at Ogdensburg.

THE TRIAL OF MAYOR GLEASON, 
eared 
TESTIMONY FOR THE PROSECUTION COM- 
PLETED AND THE DEFENSE BEGUN, 


The trial of the Gleason-Nelson assault case 
was continued before Judge Garretson in Long 
Island City yesterday. Oncross-examination of 
Witness Samuel J. Anschell, the latter testified 
that previous to going to Astoria, where he had 
resided for the past two years, he was in busi- 
ness in this city. He was interested in the peo- 
ple’s movement directed against the present 
maladministration of Long Island City’s affairs. 


He had collected money to aid the citizens’ 
movement. The circular sent out by the Cit 
izens’ Municipal League was not in persecution 
of Mayor Gleason, but in hopes of aiding in 
abolishing the existing evils, 

In reply to the question as to how long Mayor 
Gleason remained in his custody after he had 
arrested him on the night of the alleged assault, 
witness replied “until Gleason’s henchmen 
threw me out of the Board of Health room.” 
Witness testified that he had recently begun a 
suit for $20,000 against Mayor Gleason, the de- 
fendant, for false imprisonment. 

Anschell was asked by defendant’s counsel 
whether he had not been convicted of fraud on 
the complaint of the President of the Samuel 
Fisher Association of New-York. He said he 
was adjudged guilty df appropriating $100, but 
that the case had been reopened because one of 
the witnesses against him had perjured himself. 

Theodore Weeks, Walter Comerford, and Dr. 
James F. Trask were also called as witnesses 
for the prosecution. The first two corroborated 
testimony previously given as to how Gleason 
had assaulted Nelson and the circumstance 
which led up to it. 

The prosecution then rested, and counsel for 
the defense asked the court to dismiss the case 
on the ground thatthe testimony had failed to 
show that the defendant had intentionally or 
willfully injured the plaintiifi. Counsel also 
claimed that the papers over which the trouble 
had oceurred were at the time the property of 
the Board of Health and that the members had 
a right to prevent them being taken away. The 
defendant was a member of the board. 

Judge Garretson denied the motion, saying 
that the points brought up were for the jury to 
decide. 

Lawyer Jerome opened the case for the de- 
fense with a short address to the jury, in which 
he asserted that Plaintiff Nelson’s «ction 
in removing the papers from the desk of the 
Health Board on the night of the alleged as- 
sault was a violation of the law, although he 
may not have known it. 

Among the witnesses produced by the defense 
were Stephen P. O'Hara, clerk to the Board of 
Health; E. M. Whitney, Registrar of Vital Sta- 
tistics, and Health Commissioner Louis Woxkal. 
O’Hara’s testimony that Nelson had knocked 
Gleason’s head against the wall was flatly con- 
tradioted by Whitney. 

The case will probably be given to the jury 
to-day.

THE WINDERMERE FLOATED. 


HER CAPTAIN SEVERELY CENSURED BY 
THE COURT OF INQUIRY. 


The British ship Windermere, which went 
ashore at Deal Beach, was towed yesterday to 
Stapleton, 8. I, by the I. J. Merritt Wrecking 
Company’s tug Merritt. About the same timo 
the ship was towed up, the court of inquiry 
which has been investigating the causes of the 
wreck gave its findings. The court was com- 
posed of British Consul General William Lane 
Booker,Capt. H. Parsell, and Capt. John Thomas. 
The court found that the Captain of the Winder- 
mere committed a grave error in judgment 
when he regarded himself as relieved of respon- 
sibility after he took the pilot on board, as the 
ship at that time was not in pilot water. 

The Captain also erred in not calculating the 
position of his ship, which he did not do from 
the time he took a pilot off Barnegat Light till 
breakers were seen. Had he made this calenla- 
tion he would have been warned of his position 
and the catastrophe could have been averted by 
anchoring or changing his course. 

The court also found that the Captain made 
an error in judgmentin wearing ship when in- 
formed by the pilot of the danger, as he should 
have anchored. The log book, the court found, 
was keptina wey careless manner, as there 
were no entries of compass errors or leeway. In 
view of the fact thata yuet was on board, the 
court of inquiry decided not to take away the 
Master's license, but severely censured the Cap- 
tain for his course throughout. 

The chief officer was also severely censured 
for keeping the log book in such a careless man- 
ner.

ALBANY, March 29. —The first news that 
Chauncey M. Depew heard when he reached 
here this afternoon was that the Senate bad 
passed the bill to permit the New-York Central 
Railway to change its grade from One Hundred 
and Eleventh Street and to elevate the bridge 
over the Harlem River at Fourth Avenue. 
The bill was slightly amended by Mr. Cantor, 
@em., New-York.) All sections relating 
to the appointment of Commissioners to 


appraise property were stricken out. In the | 
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shape that the bill passed the assessments | 


will be distributed over the city instead of upon 
the adjacent property owners, Senator Cantor, 
through whose district the road runs, having 
made the change by « brief but effective speech. 
He saki the Legislature ought to relieve the 
property owners along the road where the im- 
provements were to be made. In its original 
shape, the bill tied up every bit of adjacent 
property until the Supreme Court decided how 
much it had been damaged or benefited. It 
was ap actual bar to the transfer of property. 
The improvements were for the benefit of the 
city, not for the adjacent property owners, and 
the city, not the adjacent property owners, 
ought to stand the expense. 

So thought the Senate. The bill provides: 

The present viaduct structure between Ono Hun- 
Grea and Sixth and the south side of One Hundred 
and Eleventh Streets shall be adapted to the new 

@ line by raising its parapet walls and filling in 
with earth or other material to the heighth required 
by the new @; and from the south side of One 
Hundred apd Eleventh Street to the Harlem River 
the railroad tracks and roadbed shall be carried ona 
viaduct structtre of iron or steel, or of both of these 
materiais combined, supported on the columns of 
iron or steel, standing on suitable pedestals of stone 
or brick ~—--y A 

The present depressed cut of the railroad, extend- 
ing from One Hundred and Fifteenth Street to One 
Hundred and Thirty-third Street. shall be filled in 
With earth or other suitable material and its parapet 
walls taken down below the line of the under side of 
the avenue paving, and the bridge which now carries 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, the roadway be- 
tween One Hundred and Seventeenth and One Hun- 
dred and Eighteenth streets, the bridges which 
carry One undred and Nineteenth and ail 
the intervening streets up to and including One 
Handred and Twenty-ninth Street over the said de- 
pressed cut, also the foot bridges over the same 
at One Hundred and Thirtieth and One Hundred 
and Thirty-first Streets shall be removed, and the 
space between the exterior lines of the said parapet 
walls shall formapart of Park Avenue, paved with 
stone paving ofthe same character and description 
Be Park Avenue is now paved, and laid in accord- 
ance with the grades of Park Avenue as now estab- 
lished, and the iron bridges which now carry the 
railroad tracks over One Hundred and Twelfth and 
One Hundred and Thirteenth Streets shall also be 
removed or be raised to the new grade line. 

The Harlem River shail be crossed by the four 
tracks on a pivot drawbridge, with a clear height of 
24 feet. From the north abutment of the Hariem 
River Bridge the new grade of the railroad shall be 
carried on a viaduct structure consisting of parallel 
retaining walls of stone masonry, with earth filling, 
to the south aide of One Hundred and Thirty-eight 
Street, with suitable openings for the passage of 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street and Mott Ave- 
nue; over One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street the 
railway tracks shall be carried on a bridge of iron or 
stee! 100 feet wide, divided in three spans. A board 
consisting of five members shall be appointed by the 
Mayor to direct and superintend the construction of 
the improvement to be known as “ the Board of Park 
Avenue improvement, above One Hundred and Sixth 
Street.” 

The expense and cost of the improvement shail be 
borne ana paid by the New-York and Harlem Rail. 
road Company, or its lessee, the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company, and the city 
in equal proportions, butin no event shail the pro. 

<tien to be borne by the city exceed the sum of 
$750,000. Any excess over $1,500,000 shall be paid 
by the railway company. 

The Senate has passed the Plunkitt bill to pro- 
hibit the construction of any sort of a rapid- 
transit railway on Madison Avenue. There was 
no debate. 

The bill of Senator MoCarty compelling 
streetrailwaysin Brooklyn that have been in 
operation more than five years to pay 5 per 
cent. on their gross earnings into the City Treas- 
ury has passed the Senate. 


THE WILDCAT BANKING BILL. 

The Wildcat Banking bill that was brought 
into the Legislature several years ago and has 
been annually beaten and was introduced in 
the Senate early in the session by Senator Mul- 
lin (Rep., Jefferson.) was advanced to Commit- 
tee of the Whole by the upper house after the 
Committee on Banks had reported it adversely. 
The whole purport of the bill, it is charged 
here, is to enable savings banks to invest in the 


bonds of the World’s Fair. Mr. Mullin moved 
that the adverse report be disagreed with. The 
Banking Department, he said, favored it. Op- 
osed to it were 1,500,000 depositors and some 
aginary interests in New-York. 

Senator Ahearn (Dem., New-York,) stood by 
the report of the committee, and reinforced his 

osition by reading a long protest from Mr. 

landy, Assistant Corporation Counsel of New- 
York, who is watching city interests here 
Among other things which Mr. Blandy wrote 
were thatthe Mayor of New-York was still op- 
posed to the bill which extends the line of in- 
‘vestment to thirteen additional States. 

“Certain it is thatthere is no necessity for the 
law. Its passage would have a tendency to keep up 
the present rate of interest and increase the surplus 
beyond > poss amount, There seems to be & 
growing tendency to reduce the present rate of inter- 
est as s00n a8 the States are ready to fallinline. If 

ou pass this law and allow savings banks to specu. 

te in the high rates of interest of other States, 
money which to-day can be freely commanded at 5 
per cent. will at once demand a higher premium. 
The result will be an increased interest account ex- 
acted from borrowers of our State, who constitute 
three-quarters of our population, with an advantage 
only to the savings banks, to be used in unnecessarily 
swelling the bank surplas or leading to extravagance 
by the officials, with no benefittothe depositors. It 
would increase municipal taxes and retard local im- 
provements. Our citics now, for the reason that the 
savings of theirown people are limited for invest- 
ment to municipal bonds of their own State, finda 
premiam offered for long bonds at low rates of in- 
terest. If they must compete with other States pay- 
ing higher rates of interest when they want to bor- 
row the deposits of our savings banks they will 
have to pay a higher rate of interest, thus leading to 
eed taxation visiting, an actual burden upon 
the e. 
- osites this, it would increase the danger of bank 
failures. The present Superintendent in his report 
of 1891 lays down the rule that security rather than 
profit is the foundation upon which savings banks 
are built. Heinstances thirty-two broken banks, of 
which but six paid 100 per cent. and sixteen less 
that 5 per cent. If with the safeguards and re- 
atrictions thrown around the funds of their deposi- 
tors thirty-two banks failed, out of which only six 
were able to pay in full, how much greater would be 
the ratio of failure if they were permitted to enlarge 
their field of operation?” 

Senator Cantor, Chairman -f the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, brought out the Con- 
gressional Reapportionment bill to-day, and 
ordered it to third reading. It was made a spe- 
cial order for next Tuesday morning. The only 
changes made by the Finance Committee were 
in the two Erie County districts, where the 
Twenty-second Ward of Buffalo was transferred 
from the Thirty-second to the new Thirty-third 
District, and the Twentieth Ward of Buffalo 
from the Thirty-third District, as in the original 
pill, tothe new Thirty-second. The purpose in 
making this transfer is to enable Daniel Lock- 
wood, who iives in the Twentieth Ward, to 
carry this district whenever he is nominated. 
The Republican members dissented from the 
report. 

A VICTORY OVER TAMMANY. 

The anti-Hill forces in the Senate won a clear 
victory over Tammany Hall and Edward 
Murphy this morning. Two weeks from to-day 
the local election occurs in Cohoes. Two months 
ago Mr. Gorman (Dem., Albany,) introduced in 


the Assembly a bill to transfer from the Com- 
mon Council of Cohoes tothe Board of Police 
Commission the appointment of election in- 
apectors and poll clerks. The Common Council 
at this time is controlied by Mayor Garside, and 
Mayor Garside is controlled by Eaward Murphy, 
Jr., who hives in the County of Rensselaer, and 
who, like the vandals of old, makes predatory 
incursions now and then across the river into the 
territory of bis rival, Judge D. Cady Herrick. The 
split in the Democratic Party renders the con- 
trol of the Inspectors of Election a matter of 
paramount importance. Gorman is the regular 
candidate for Mayor; Garside isarump oandi- 
date. A week ago orders were issued by Mr. 
Croker and Mr. Murphy that the Democratic 
Senators must not permit the bill to leave the 
committee. To-day Gen. Parker (Dem., Albany,) 
moved that the committee be discharged from 
further consideration of the bill, and that the 
bill be sent to Committee of the Whole. 

Two Tammany Senators objected. Mr. Hagan 
declared the motion to be all wrong. “It is to 
be considered in the Cities Committee this after- 
noon, and the motion is out of order,” he said. 

Mr. Cantor disliked to see a committee of this 
Senate discherged from the consideration of any 
bill. Im all provability the bill would be re- 
ported in the morning. 

“Will you consent that it be sent to third 
roading!” asked Parker. 

“I am not in charge of the bill,’’ returned

** Well, Iam, and I insist upon my motion,” 
gaid Parker, and the Senate stood by him to 
the disgust of the Tammany Senators. S&ubse- 

nently Gen. Parker attempted to offer a reso- 
ition to suspend certain rules in order to ex- 
pedite the passage of the bill, but failed owing 
to the objection of Lieut. Gov. Sheehan. 


AMENDING THE INSURANCE Law. 
The Assembly devoted almost the entire ses- 


sion to-day to the consideration of proposed | 


amendments to the insurance law as prepared 
by the Statutory Revision Commission. 
-two most important amendments which were 
finally i rated in the iaw were, first, that 
Which pro 
soci: ions under the law, 


and, second, that which permits casualty insur- 
ance companies to do other lines of business 
upon depositing with the Insurance Department 
$100,000 for each line of business done. This 
is a blow at the Fidelity and Casualty Company, 
which, upon a capital of $250,0C0, has had a 
monopoly of the casualty business in this State. 

The recognition of assessment endowment as- 
sociations is one of the worst things which can 
be charged against the present Legislature. 
George 8. Merrill, Commissioner of Insurance 
of Massachusetts, recentiy called them “a com- 
bination which has stolen the white banner of 
fraternity behind which to hide its black flag 
and carry on its piratical operations.””’ A heavy 
lobby was here in the interest of the endowment 
companies. 

Mr. Connelly, (Dem., New-York,) Chairman of 
the Insurance Committee, sent to the desk and 
had read comaunications from the Revision 
Commission showing just the effect of the bill 
in regard to assessment endowment companies, 
and also a communication from the Insurance 
Department, giving a list of the fraternal or- 
ganizations that were protected by the bill, and 
which indorsed it, together with the number of 
membera these organizations represented. Mr. 
Connelly pointed out the evil effects of toler- 
ating these assessment endowment companios, 
and pointed to Massachusetts as the place 
where they had flourished and where their evil 
influence was best exemplified. The bill was 
then read section by section. 

Mr. Deyo (Rep., Madison,) offered an 
amendment to the section providing that 
casualty companies may do other business 
upon making a deposit with the Insurance De- 
partment. The effectof his amendment was to 
exempt the Fidelity and Casualty Company 
from this provision, and to allow it to continue 
with its present small deposit. Mr. Deyo ex- 
plained that this company was organized under 
a special act, and the bilias it now stood was 
an attack upon its vested rights. His amend- 
inent was simply the carrying out of the pro- 
visions recommended by the Insurance Depart- 
ment and the Revision Commission. This pro- 
vision under discussion was virtual highway 
robbery, and wae in the interest of a Baltimore 
company, (the American Casualty and Security,) 
that wanted to destroy a company already in 
existence in this State. 

John C. Keeler (Rep., St. Lawrenoe,) said that 
the bill simply “‘ knocked out’ an outrageous 
monopoly. Mr. Deyo’s amendment would allow 
the Fidelity to do all lines of casualty business 
with its present deposit of $1,000, while rival 
companies would have to deposit $100,000 for 
each line of business done. The amendment 
was lost by a vote of 41 yeas to 60 nays. 

Mr. Deyo, nothing daunted, offered an amend- 
ment to Section 71 of the bill to allow com- 
panies making deposits for various lines of 
business to engage in plate-plass insurance. He 
declared that this section as it stood would 
create a greater monopoly than any of the advo- 
cates of the bill claimed they were fighting. He 
openly charged that the Baltimore company 
had approached the Fidelity and Casualty with 
a proposition that if it would purchase its stock 
at an outrageously high figure it would with- 
draw its advocacy of the section of the code dis- 
crimineting against the Fidelity Company. Mr. 
Keeler said that the provision in the bill relat- 
ing to plate-glass insurance applied only to com- 
panies hereafter to be organized, and, therefore, 
would not affect the Fidelity Company. This 
amendment was lost by 39 to 62. 

Mr. Quigley (Dem., Kings.) then offered his 
amendments giving recognition to the assess- 
ment endowment companies. He said that the 
bill, as it was drawn, was directly opposed to 
the Federal and State Constitutions, inasmuch 
as it would impair existing contracts. Many of 
these fraternal organizations were doing a vast 
amount of good, and they were of far greater 
benefit to the poor than the regular line of in- 
surance companies. But he failed to explain by 
what method of financiering these endowment 
companies are able to pay $1,000 at the end of 
seven years for a forty-dollar investment, a 
thing upon which many good people in Massa- 
chusetts would be able to enlighten him, al- 
though their testimony would probably not be 
favorable to the companies in question. 

Mr. Kennedy (Rep., Onovjaga,) said that 
these fraternal insurance c.:apanies did not 
expend vast sums for salarie: and in erecting 
expensive buildings, but that the money instead 
went directly to the policy holdera. The time 
would come when the State Insurance Depart- 
ment would be forced to keep its hands off 
these fraternal societies or else there would be 
a row that would stir it from centre to circum- 
ference. The Quigley amendments were then 
adopted by a vote of 101 to 6, Messrs. G, H. 
Bush, (Dem., Ulster,) Connolly, (Dem., New- 
York,) Drypolcher, (Dem., New-York,) Far- 
quhar, (Dem., New-York,) A. J. McCormick, 
(Rep., Orleans,) and Roche (Dem., New-York,) 
voting in the negative. 

The bill was ordered to third reading and 
passed without further discussion by a vote of 
$2 to 28. 

The other special order to-day, Mr. Deyo’s bill 
making mortgages realty and providing that 
mortgages paying more than 44 per cent. in- 
terest shall pay taxes, was laid over until next 
Tuesday. 

3efore the Insurance bill was taken up, ‘* Tim” 
Sullivan (Dem., New-York,) moved that the for- 
tieth rule, which relates to the admission to the 
floor of the chamber, be enforced. He said that 
members could not stir out of their seats with- 
out being bothered by lobbyists. The Speaker 
said that the rule was already enforced, but 
directed the Sergeant at Armes and his assistant 
to see that nobody was admitted to the cham- 
ber without a pass. 

Senator Aspinall's (Rep., Kings,) bill appro- 
priating money for contested election cases in 
the Senate and Assembly was passed. 

Mr. McMcManus (Dem., New-York,) tried to 
introduce a resolution appointing a special 
committees of seven to investigate the work- 
manship and materiale used on the New-York 
subways. He said in his resolution that it was 
common report that the subways, which would 
eventually come into the possession of the city, 
were being built in a slipshod fashion. Gen. 
Husted (Rep., Westchester,) objected, and the 
resolution was withdrawn. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Roche in regard to 
the pensioning of park police in New-York, 
which was vetoed by the Governor on the 
ground thatit was mandatory was changed, in 
accordance with the Executive wishes, rushed 
through both houses, aud returned tothe Ex- 
ecutive Chamber. 

The billof Dr. R. P. Bush (Dem., Chemung,) 
to establish a State Printing Office was the 
special order in Senate in general orders. At 
the suggestion of Senator Roesch (Dem., New- 
York,) the bill was set (own as aspecial order 
for next Tuesday and ordered to third reading, 
debate being deferred. Every Senator has re- 
ceived a petition bearing the name of the 5.000 
members of “Big Six” Typographical Union of 
New-York City in favor of the bill. The petition 
Was presented by a committee consisting of 
Charles J. Dumar, J. F. Bushe, and William H. 
Bailey. 


A VERY ANCIENT DEED RECORDED. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., March 29.—The oldest deed 
recorded in many years in Union County was 
presented yesterday ix the Union County Clerk’s 
office, Elizabeth. The deed was made in 1761, 
and conveys six and nine-tenths acres of land in 
Linden Township to Justus Morris, yeoman, for 
the sum of £8 68. The party who made the 
conveyance was Jonathan Hampton, then High 
Sheriff of the Borough of Elizabethtown. The 
document was in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion.

TARIFF DEBATE RESUMED 


SPEECHES MADE ON THE POLICY 
OF THE DEMOCRATS. 


ADDRESSES BY MR. HARTER OF OHIO, 
MR. M’CREARY OF KENTUCKY, AND 
MR. DE FOREST OF CONNECTICUT— 
THE DISCUSSION NOT YET FINISHED. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The tariff discussion 
Was resumedin the Houre to-day, Mr. Harter 
(Dem., Ohio,) being the first speaker in favor of 
the Free-Wool bill. He said, in substance: 

The only legitimate method of raising revenue was 
by taxation, and when legislators entered upon the 
question of taxation they entered upon ethical as well 
as economic ground. The py big mee ee tor taxa- 
tion was the necessities of the Government. The 
Government that took from the citizen any portion 
of his earnings that was not absolutely demanded by 
the expenditures of the Governmeut committed a 
wrongdoing. Direct taxation for the support of the 
Government was the more eguitable, the more just, 
and the less burdensome form of taxation. Indirect 
taxation was wrong. 

Mr. Funston of Kansas inquired whether the gen- 
tleman was not a manufacturer of machinery pro- 
tected by a patent right. 

Mr. Harter replied in the affirmative. The differ- 
ence between patent protection and protection 
under the tariff was this: The man who secured 
protection under a patent must doone thing, and 
that was a condition precedent. He mustoutof his 
own head or vy purchase secure a useful creation 
that was a biessing to allabout him. But protection 
under the tariff came to a man absolutely without 
any benefit to the Nation coming from him. 

Addressing himself to the wool question, Mr. 
Harter strongly attacked the wool schedule of the 
McKinley act, summing up its effect in a paraphrase 
of the nursery rhyme: 

“* Ba, bag black sheep, have you any wool!” 
** Yes, kind Sir, I've three bags full— 

One for protection, two for the same, 

But none for the farmer who cries in the lane.” 

Mr. McCreary (Dem., Ky.,) made a genera, at- 
tack upon the protective system all along the 
line. He said, in part: 

Under it combinations and trusts sprang up, and 
the members of those trusts became millionaires, 
while the labor of the country had to struggle harder 
for existence and the necessities of life. The people 
were asking why it was that the iron and steel used 
in this country for the construction of ,rail- 
ways, farming implements, &c., cost in the 
past few years $300,000,000 more than the 
same amount cost in bugland, where there was 
no protective tariff. They were asking why it was that 
the wage worker in England was paid one-third 
more for his labor than was pald to the wage earner 
in the protected industries of Europe; that the wage 
earner in England was paid double as much as he 
had been paid before Great Britain abolished the 
protective tariff; why it was thatin this country in 
the last ten years the increase of wealth in the agri- 
cultural States was only one-fifth of the increase of 
wealth in the manufacturing States. 

Mr. De Forest, (Dem., Conn.,) in supporting 
the bill, said, in substance: 

The Democratio Party proposed to adopt that 
course which seemed most likely to result in prac- 
ticalreform. By this bili it proposed to amend the 
tariff law in a particular tyhich endangered most 
deeply the prosperity of the —. Gentlemen on 
the other side denounced the Democrats as free trad- 
ers. They are not. The Democratic Party recog- 
nized that the Government, no matter how economi- 
cally administered, required enormous revenue. The 
Democratic Pariy favored the raising of revenue 
mainly by dnties on imports, The Democratic Party 
said that duties should be laid on such articles at 
such rates and with such equitable and wise dis- 
crimination as would in some degree protect Ameri- 
can industry and promote American welfare. 

A tariff for revenue with incidental protection— 
that was and ever had been the doctrine of the 
Democratic Party. It was in pursuance of that doc. 
trine that the pending bill had been brought for- 
ward. The duty on wool did not protect Amert- 
can industry; it did not promote American wel- 
fare; it wantonly injured both. It had steadily 
cut down the wages of labor and had had a bad effect 
upon the manufacture of woolens. It robbed the 
American manufacturer of his market, the American 
laborer of his employment, and the American con- 
sumer of his cash. 

Mr. Dolliver (Rep., Towa,) ridiculed the Free- 
Wool bill and eulogized the McKinley tariff 
act. 

DISPUTING ABOUT INDIANS. 

In the House the trials and tribulations of the 
Indian have been ventilated this year in con- 
nection with the Indian Appropriation bill. 
This bill is now before the Senate and the senti- 
mentalists who think he is a much-abused per- 


son will have an opportunity to air their 
theories through Senaturs whose knowledge of 
Indian affairs is limited to the instruction they 
received at * Wild West” shows. 

Occupants of the Senate Chamber were given 
a good idea to-day of what the future has in 
store for them when the Indian question is 
fairly on the calendar for discussion. For a 
short time there was a war of words, which was 
participated in by the veteran Chairman of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs, Senator Dawes, 
(Rep., Mass.,) and Senators Wolcott and Teller, 
(Rep., Col.) The cause was the resolution in- 
troduced yesterday by Mr. Wolcott requesting 
the President to refrain from allotting in sev- 
eralty the lands of the present reservation of 
the Southern Ute Indians pending legislation in 
the present Congress respecting the removal of 
those Indians to another reservation. 

Mr. Wolcott favored the immediate passage of 
the resolution, and proceeded to argue that 
the opposition to it was based on purely selfish 
motives. 

Senator Dawes was very angry and made an 
excited speech, swinging his arms and march- 
ing up and down the main aisle and declaiming 
at the top of his voice. He quieted down when 
Senator Teller riddled one of his statements. 
The resolution was finally adopted. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION, 
Representative Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) from the 
Comwmittee on Agriculture to-day reported to 
the House a bill designed to make oleomarga- 
rine manufactured in one State or Territory for 
shipment into another State or Territory subject 


to the laws and restrictions of the State or Ter- 
ritory into which it is shipped. The legislation 
proposed by the bill has been found to be neces- 
sary for the proper enforcement of the State 
laws in certain States, and has, the report saya, 
been demanded by thousands of tarmers and 
others interested. 

Senator Quay, (Rep., Penn.,) from the Library 
Committee, to-day réported favorably to the 
Senate a bill appropriating $30,000 for the 
erection in this city of a statue to Ericsson of 
Monitor fame, and another appropriating 
$20,000 for a statue of Robert Dale Owen, to be 
placed in the Smithsonian Institution grounds. 
He also reporteda bill appropriating $15,000 
for the purchase of an oil painting of Lincoln to 
be hung in the Capitol. 

The Honse Committee on Banking and Cur- 
reucy to-day decided to report witha number of 
amendments the billof hkepresentative Bacon 
(Dem., N. Y.,) to provide for the organization of 
an international American bank. The projectis 
the result of one of the recommendations made 
by the late,Pan-American Conterence. Most of 
the amendments are immaterial. One of more 
than ordinary importance, however, provides 
for the punishment of the Directors of the cor- 
poration in the event that they are found to be 
guilty of any criminal acts in the administration 
of their official duties. 


HUDSON RIVER BRIDGE BILL. 
Representative Geary (Dem., Cal.,) to-day re- 
ported to the House, from the Committee on In- 
ter-State and Foreign Commerce, the bill of Mr. 
Covert (Dem., N. Y.,) giving the approval of the 
United States Government to the erectionof a 


bridge over the Hudson River by the New- Yerk 
and New-Jersey Bridge Company. 

In the report accompanying the bill, the com- 
mittee says the location of the bridge, as fixed 
by the bill, but which must be hereafter again 
approved by the Secretary of War before it be- 
comes final, is at or about Seventieth Street, 
New-York, extending in a direct line with the 
street across the river to New-Jersey, north of 
the eoutherly line of Union Township, Hudson 
County. 

It will, says the report, facilitate and cheapen 
the transportation of the immense volume of 
products that now have no other way of transit 
to or around the City of New-York than the flat- 
boat, and for passengers no other or better way 
than the ferryboats. Nearly or quite 140,- 
000,000 tons of freight are brought by rail to 
the westside of theriver annually, and nearly 
or quite 80,000,000 of persons pass yearly over 
the Hudson River by ferry. These are subject 
to frequent delays and dangers by reason of 
fogs, ice, and river craft, and make the begin- 
ning or end of a journey to or from the City of 
New-York expensive, tedious, and disagreeable. 
The bridge with ite connections will, when com- 
pleted, obviate all these difficulties.

TO TEST THE VALVES. 


>_> 
EXPERIMENTS MADE WITH THE DISAP- 
PEARING GUN CARRIAGE. 


The steamer General Wood started from Gov- 
ernors Island yesterday morning at 11 o’clock 
for Sandy Hook, having on board several mem- 
bers of the United States Ordnance Board, who 
were bound for the testing of a new disappear- 
ing gun carriage, which took place early in the 
afternoon. The testing, however, was limited 
to the adjustment of the pneumatic valves. 


Three rounds only were fired, with that purpose, 
and not witb the idea of testing the use of the 
apparatus. The final experiment will take place 
aiter the meeting of the National Ordnance 
Board at Washington on May 3. 

Gen. John M. Schofield not being able to at- 
tend, his place as presiding olficer of the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortifications was taken by 
Gen. Abbott. He was accompanied by Col. 
Closson and Major Cowley, officers of the 
board; B. M. Cutcheon, civilian member, and 
Capt. Taylor, Recorder. Besides these there 
wore present Capt. Heath, William P. Hunt, 
President of the South Boston Iron Works; C. 
¥F. Crecy, P. B. Taylor, mechanical engineer of 
the Pneumatic Gun Carriage Company, and E. 
D., Eldridge, manager of the South Boston Iron 
Works, where the apparatus was built. 

The pneumatic gun carriage was designed by 
H. A. Spiller, a native of Boston, and is owned 
by the Pneumatic Gun Carriage Company. It 
bas been in position on the grounds at Sandy 
Hook since last November. Yesterday the 
maximum charge, 250 pounds of brown pris- 
matio powder, with a projectile of 575 pounds, 
was not tried. The three rounds were 240, 230, 
and 220 pounds, respectively, fired from a ten- 
inch steel rifie weighing 67,000 pounds. Mem- 
bers of the board said last night that the test 
was by no means ao final one, and that so far 
nothing has been accomplished. A few trials 
were also made with the Seabury gun, but with 
that also there was no satisfactory result ob- 
tained. 

The rifle is provided with a loader, which 
raises the projectile and rams it into the gun. , 
The powder is then putin and the breech block 
is closed, Anelectric primer is inserted, and 
within a quarter of a minute the gunis elevated 
eight feet. When the firing is done it returns to 
the buifers and is recharged. 

In the manufacturers’ tests, which were made 
in December, the gun was fired at an elevation 
of 20 degrees, this being the highest elevation 
at which any of the modern ten-inch guns lave 
been tired from auy carriage in the country. 
some weaknesses were found in these tests, and 
the inventor had strengthened these vulnerable 
points. Now that he has obtained the proper 
adjustment ofthe valves, he will be able to 
have the carriage in condition for the final tests.

PAIGE TYPE-SETTING MACHINES,

MR. PAIGE MOVES HIS WORKS FROM 
HARTFORD TO CHICAGO. 


HARTFORD, March 29.—The Paige type-setting 
machine has been removed to Chicago, the de- 
signs and models being now on the way to that 
city. In two weeks the last vestiges of this en- 
terprise, which has been one of special mechan- 
ical interest here during the past fourteen years, 
will disappear from the city. 

Mark Twain, who was extensively interested 
in the patents financially, sold out last year be- 
fore leaving for Europe, and James W. Paige, 


the inventor, is now incontrol of the project. 
During the past two years Mr. Paige has been 
perfecting his invention, but has not yet secured 
the final patents iu this country and in Europe. 

These patents will be issued simultaneously in 
the United States andin Europe. The models 
were forwarded to Chicago in a ten-ton safe, 
every precaution being taken to prevent loss or 
disclosure. The work of manufacturing the 
machines will be commenced this season, the 
company in charge being backed by a capital of 
$6,000,000, 

Employment will be given to 500 hands ip 
prosecuting this work. Mr. Paige says he has 
orders for 4,000 machines, the cost of each one 
being $20,000. He will take with him the 
skilled employes who have been engaged here 
on the work.

A certain 
number of persons with a dim idea, ora 
wrong idea, of the proper function of a 
savings bank are always ready to sacrifice 
security to larger profit. Accordingly a bill 
of this sort has madeits appearance in the 
Legislature year after year for a long 
time. Wedonot think it will become a 
law, though it has been sent to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, after an adverse re- 
port from the Committee on Banks. 











According to the latest data furnished to 
Congress by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Government has piled up in the vaults 
of the mint at Philadelphia 60,000,000 
ounces.of silver, purchased under the act 
of 1890. This is 5,000,000 pounds, or over 
2,000 tons, and the amount of silverina 
“ standard dollar ” is worth to-day in open 
market 651.5 cents. 








That our white squadron would be quite

THE TARIFF ISSUE NOW. 
With the disappearance of the silver 
issue from the canvass of this year tariff 
reform wiil resume the importance that it 
had in the elections of 1890, and that 
really belongs to it. Itis true that the silver 
issue has not been completely or perma- 
nently banished. It cannot be that until 
the law of 1890, with its great hazards and 
its conflicting provisions, shall have been 
repealed. It is also barely possible that the 
desperate faction that has failed to fasten 
free coinage upon the party by the action 
of the majority in the House may show suf- 
ficient strength or sufficient ugliness at 
Chicago to force into the platform some 
equivocal expression that may cause em- 
barrassment and But the 
chances all are now that the interest in 
the silver question will steadily wane, and 
that when the two parties shall have 
spoken in their respective conventions 
neither of them will be so wholly right or 
so wholly wrong in regard to this question 
as to give it much influence in the canvass. 
Some it will have, and there will be a cer- 


confusion. 


tain number of voters who will feel, and 
not unjustly, that on the whole the Repub- 
lican Party is likely to be safer than the 
Democratic Party in its action on the cur- 
rency. But the issue will not be very defti- 
nite and will not be at all dominant. 

Itis well for the country that the tariif 
will be again brought forward and that it 
will be the controlling issue. It is now 
nearly a half century since, with the excep- 
tion of the elections of 1888 and 1890, the 
commercial policy of the Nation can be said 
to have been passed upon fairly by a popu- 
lar vote. McKinleyism is but the ripened 
product of the protective system growing 
out of the war. But that system as a pro- 
tective one dates from the repeal of the 
internal revenue taxes between 1866 and 
1872. It was not originally protective in 
any extreme sense, and the excess of duties 
on imports over the compensating internal 
revenue taxes would now be regarded as free 
trade, and pretty rank free trade at that. 
The Mills bill was very far from a return 
to the Morrill bill less internal taxation. 
Shortly after the war, as soon as the real 
effect of the repeal of the internal taxes be- 
gan to be obvious, the movement for tarift 
reform began, and it has been advancing 
steadily ever since. But until 1888 the 
people never had an opportunity to vote 
directly on it. It was always presented to 
them complicated with and obscured by 
some other question of great popular inter- 





est. At most the vote for tariff reform 


‘was tentative and but partially effectual. 

Sometimes the interference was from the 
Southern question, sometimes it was the 
currency question, and on one occasion at 
least—1876—it was both. Mr. TILDEN was 
the first Democratic candidate who suc- 
ceeded in largely reducing the importance 
and influence of the Southern question. 
No one really doubted his loyalty or feared 
that any of the “ fruits of the war” would 
be lost under him, or that the national dig- 
nity or stability would be compromised by 
him or with his assent. But there was a 
deep-seated suspicion as to the financial 
soundness of the party and his capacity to 
control his party on questions involving 
the currency, He stood on a platform that 
demanded the repeal of the Resumption 
act of 1875. It is, perhaps, not too much 
to say, that without this source of weak- 
ness Mr. TrLpEN might have been indis- 
putably elected. However that may be, 
it is clear that in 1876 the tariff 
was not a controlling issue. It was 
more nearly so in 1880, but even then 
it was the Sonthern question, artfully 
revived, that decided the vote of the North- 
west and kept that section from the path it 
would otherwise have taken. In 1884 the 
tariff was obscured by the personal element 
brought into the canvass by the nomina- 
tion of Mr. BLarnr. In 1888 the issue was 
more plain, and the popular vote was in 
favor of reform, but its fruit was lost 
through the treachery of Hitt. In 1890 
there was no doubt as to the issue or the 
result. The harvest was at last ripe, and 
it was gathered so far as it could be. It 
only remains to complete the task this year 
and to start the country fairly on a career 
of steadily-growing prosperity, in com- 
parison with which even the wonderful 
past will seem tame. 








THE RHODE ISLAND CANVASS. 

In one week from now Rhode Island will 
hold its State election. It derives special 
importance from the fact that it will be the 
first State election of the Presidential year 
and will turn mainly, if not wholly, on na- 
tionalissues. Itis of peculiar interest to 
the Democratic Party, because its State 
Convention declared in favor of the nomi- 
nation of CLEVELAND for President, and 
chose delegates to the National Convention 
pledged to his support. Both parties are 
making strenuous efforts to carry the elec- 
tion for its ‘“‘ moral effect” in the coming 
national campaign. Each represents its 
own forces as being compact and harmoni- 
ous and those of its adversary as divided 
and discordant, and each charges the other 
with having plenty of funds and with the 
intention of using them to corrupt the vot- 
ers. The probability is that one represen- 
tation has about as much truth as the 
other, and there seems to be little doubt 
that both parties are making the utmost 
exertion to develop their full strength and 
gain a victory which shall set the political 
tide of the year. 

The Republicans rely largely on the fact 
that Rhode Island is more exclusively than 
any other a@ manufacturing State. They 
believe that nearly all the great manufact- 
urers are convinced that their interests are 
bound up with the McKinley tariff in such 
j way that they will use their power and 
their resources for its maintenance, and 
they are trying to persuade the operatives 
and workingmen that their wages and their 
opportunities for continuous labor depend 
upon a system of taxation that makes all 
prices high. The speakers who have opened 
the campaign dwell chiefly on the beauties 
and advantages of a protective tariff for a 
people engaged chiefly in manufacturing 
industries. But the idea has found 
lodgment in the minds of many 
Rhode Island manufacturers that what 
they most need now is cheaper raw mate- 
rials and wider and freer markets. They 
are cramped by a system of taxation which 
puts a burden of extra cost upon all the 
materials they use, and shuts them up to a 
fluctuating market that is liable to be glut- 
ted. ‘This especially atiects the woolen and 
iron industries of the State. The people 
are learning that their manufactures are at 
no disadvantage on account of the laborcost 
of their products, but are weighted down 
by the cost of overtaxed material, which 
disables them in a competition that they 
would have no reason to fear if they had 
the advantage of free materials and unre- 
stricted markets. The workingmen are 
becoming convinced that they do not share 
in the extra profits, if any are derived 
from protection, while as consumers of the 
products of the country they do help to 
pay the cost. 

There is no doubt that a good deal of 
money is to be used in this canvass, and 
there will be little scruple as to the manner 
of its use if it can be made effective. But 
it will be employed mainly in paying the 
expense of organization, of public meetings 
and rallies, and of getting out the voters on 
election day. With the secret ballot there 
will probably not be much direct bribing of 
voters to cast their ballots for particular 
candidates, but there are many men in 
Rhode Island who have to be carried to 
the polls and “paid for their time” in 
order to vote at all, and those who do 
the paying will count upon getting the 
votes for their side. It will be a 
more uncertain traffic now than in 
former times, but it will be kept up for 
fear of losing votes, if not in hope of gain- 
ing them. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the Republicans have the ad- 
vantage in the matter of funds, because 
they have leagued with them great mon- 
eyed interests that derive protit from the 
policy of protection, and are always ready 
to make contributions to keep up their 
partnership with the taxing power and 
force the people to continue paying tribute 

tothem. The tarifi-reform interest, on the 
other hand, is that of the great body of 
producers and consumers, from whom con- 
tributions are not so readily drawn. ‘Their 
convictions and their votes, and not their 
treasuries, have to be depended upon. 

The Republicans of Rhode Island seem to 
have some advantage in the matter of or- 
ganization and campaign work. ‘The 
League of Republican Clubs is supplied 
with money and used as an agent of polit- 
ical activity. It includes forty clubs and 
5,000 members, ho are made party work- 
ers in the yarious towns, The leaders of 





the party have resorted to the trick in 





Providence of hiring the available halls 
for meetings and trying to hamper the 
Democrats in their efforts to reach the peo- 
ple with argument’ But Democratio argu- 
ments will doubtless reach the ears of the 
people and have effect. ‘The work of edu- 
cation upon the effect of the tariff has been 
going on for two or three years and is not to 
be donein a week. Everything seems to de- 
pend now upon gotting a genuine, unbiased 
verdict from the voters of the State upon 
the principles and records of the two parties. 
The Democrats have reason for straining 
every nerve to secure that verdict in their 
favor, for it would be an encouragement to 
the party in the coming national contest 
and help to keep it upon the lines indicated 
by the action of the State Convention. 
While it would be an encouragement for 
the Democrats to gain this Republican 
manufacturing New-England State it 
would be a much greater discouragement 
to the Republicans to lose it. 


THE SPEEDWAY AND THE PEOPLE. 

The Senator from Brooklyn who refused 
to “stultify himself” by not objecting to 
the repeal of the bill for a speedway in 
Central Park did Tammany Hall a very 
good turn. Whether he did a good turn for 
himself remains to be seen, and is a ques- 
tion for his constituents to answer. Obvi- 
ously he is not responsible to the opinion 
or New-York, and hasno fear of the indigna- 
tion of New-York. It is customary for leg- 
islators to defer to the opinions of the rep- 
resontatives of any locality with reference 
to measures affecting only that locality. 
The representatives of the State outside 
of the city are therefore not to be 
blamed for accepting the opinions of the 
representatives of the city about tho 
speedway, while the representatives of the 
city are very much to be blamed for ex- 
pressing opinions favorable to the speed- 
way. They knew, if they had memories 
four years of age, that the opinion of the 
city had already been pronounced deci- 
sively against the driveway, and that the 
bill had no chance of succeeding if the 
opinion of the city had a fair opportunity 
of expression. As a majority of the Park 
Commissioners had already been secured in 
favor of the scheme, no such opportunity 
was afforded, since the people did not 
imagine that any such invasion of their 
rights in the Park was imminent until, so 
far as the Legislature could accomplish it, 
it was accomplished. 

This situation in the Legislature was ex- 
actly what was to be expected. And it 
was the expectation of it that induced THE 
Times last week tourge that the citizens’ 
committee, instead of trying to secure the 
repeal of the bill themselves, should re- 
quire the City Government to secure its 
repeal. Now that Tammany has been noti- 
fied of the sentiment of New-York, it is not 
to be expected that any Tammany legis- 
lator will openly oppose the repeal. Even 
PLUNKITT was brought to the point of in- 
troducing the repeal bill. If the bill comes 
to a vote, itis to be expected that every city 
member will vote for it. It is also to be ex- 
pected, or at least to be apprehended, 
that enough members outside of the city 
will refuse to ‘‘stultify themselves” to pre- 
vent the repeal. Brooklyn members and 
country members will develop a great in- 
terest in the local affairs of the city, and a 
profound conviction that a speedway in the 
Park is necessary to our prosperity, and 
will vote accordingly. Whatever our sus- 
picions may be as to the means by which 
this interest and conviction have been 
brought about, these legislators are not re- 
sponsible to the people concerned, and we 
can do nothing to punish them, while our 
own legislators, over whom we have some 
control, will appear on the record as ‘‘ bow- 
ing to the will of the people.” 


In order to prevent this farce from being 
enacted, we have only to require that the 
office holders responsible to us shall be 
held responsible if the billis not repealed. 
These office holders are responsible to Tam- 
many, and Tammany can be made respon- 
sible to the voters of the city. The call of 
a sub-committee upon the Mayor, with the 
request that he should favor the repeal of 
the bill, was a judicious movement toward 
fixing the responsibility. The Mayor’s re- 
sponse that he would not “oppose the 
repeal” was highly unsatisfactory. The 
Mayor himself was committed to a like 
scheme four years ago, when he was 
a private citizen. This year Tam- 
many is committed to it in every 
possible way, by the votes of its 
legislators, by the approval of its Park 
Commissioners in advance and by their 
hasty action afterward. Its unpopularity 
was perfectly well known beforehand. 
Tammany, through the Mayor, now as- 
sumes an attitude of benevolent neutrali- 
ty, and invites us to undo its work by our- 
selvesif we can, without any help from 
itself. That is to say, we are to prevent 
the country members, whom Tammany 
persuaded to vote for the bill, from voting 
against the repeal. We shall be very un- 
wise if we allow ourselves to be put 
in that position. Wecan hold Tammany 
responsible, and that is really all we can 
do and all we ought to attempt. Every- 
thing that tends to divide this responsibil- 
ity is a gain to Tammany and a loss to 
ourselves, since so longas the power to 
make a speedway in the Park is lodged by 
law in the Park Commissioners we may be 
sure that Tammany is only waiting for a 
propitions moment in order to enforce the 
law. We have aright to require that Tam- 
many shall repeal the law it has enacted, 
and that Tammany shall secure the removal 
of the Park Commissioners who have be- 
trayed us, and Tammany will do these 
things if Tammany believes that we are 
in earnest.

ever “‘plums” are going on their side? 
The answer is made; let the average 
citizen who is decent and does care 
whether or not parks are ruined, the Treas- 
ury bled, the streets neglected, and the 
children depraved combine with men like 
in mind with him and oppose Tammany in 
his own ward. 

But this is exactly like asking a populace 
plagued by rebbers to attack them in small 
detachments, leaving each neighborhood 
to its own unsupported and crude system 
of defense. Ina great city where the rob- 
bers only exist to rob, but the average citi- 
zen has his own business to attend to in 
order to keep bread in the mouths of his 
family, such advice is thrown away. Aid 
must come from outside; ammunition and 
the best system of warfare must be brought 
and taught him; finally, he must learn 
promptly to obey orders from the central 
authority. Then he can hope to live a free 
man instead of a slave alternately flattered 
and hectored by a Tammany boss. 

Unless appearances are deceptive, the 
misdeeds of Tammany have forced from 
their apathy large numbers of our citizens 
who have hitherto held aloof from politics, 
disgusted at the way in which the city in- 
terests have been ignored whenever it 
suited Democrats and Republicans, and 
alarmed at the way in which the leaders of 
Tammany use national politics to become 
city dictators. Certainly the formation of 
the City Club of New-York is no ordinary 
phenomenon; it has elements, purposes, and 
aims which make it quite another thing 
from the organizations hitherto built up in 
this city with the honest hope of freeing 
the great town from Tammany, its Old 
Man of the Sea. 

What seems promising in the infant City 
Club of New-Yorkis not so much the excel- 
lence of the Directors, so far as their names 
have appeared, nor at all the special club 
feature—not evenits purpose to give voters 
knowledge of how they are being swindled 
by the blatherskites. The encouraging 
feature isthe purpose of establishing a net- 
work of affiliated clubs all over the city, 
where a decent citizen can meet his politic- 
al friends without passing through a bar- 
room run by a ruffian in Tammany’s con- 
trol, where he can find advice and help if 
he is in trouble, and, what is of immediate 
necessity, protection from the vindictive- 
ness of the local boss. This is the feature 
of the City Club of New-York which argues 
best that the men who have startedit know 
what they are about. 

A great clubhouse like the Manhattan’s 
or the Union League’s may serve many 
good purposes in bringing together for mu- 
nicipal matters the strongest and best men 
in the two great national parties. It may 
do splendid service in wakening young 
New-Yorkers of wealth and position to the 
fact that they have duties toward the citi- 
zens of our magnificent town as a whole; 
it may shame them into some form of pub- 
lic spirit. But the fine, the promising thing, 
is that the club proposes to hold out a hand 
to the worker in away that cannot hurt 
his self-respect, and will prove to him that 
the old cries of classes and masses, of silk 
stockings and short hairs, with which the 
machine politicians try to befog him, do 
not apply to this country, but that the 
great issue is theissue between honest men 
and rascals,

INDIANAPOLIS, March 29, — Rumors were 
widely prevalent in this city to-day of a con- 
ference between the Gray men and Cleve- 
land men.

Morss and Taggart replied that, as 90 per 
cent. of the Democrats were for Cleveland, 
the State should not be misrepresented, 
and thatthe delegates would be instructed for 
Cleveland. If Cleveland could not be selected, 


then Gray would have the complimentary vote 
of the State.

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING OF PROMOTERS 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.—The California 
State Nicaraguan Canal Convention, held here 
to-day, was largely attended. Acoredited dele- 
gates were present from nearly every county in 
the State and from Boards of Trade and other 
commercial bodies. The convention was held 
to encourage national action toward the com- 
pletion of the Nicaragua Canal. 

The Hon. Morris M. Estee of San Francisco 
called the convention to order. John T. Doyle 
of San Mateo County was chosen President. A 
letter from the Hon. Warner Miller of New- 
York, the President of the construction com- 
pany, was read, stating that the work on the 
canal had been actively continued during the 
past year, about $700,000 having been expended 
in that time. 

A ship railway had been completed a distance 
of twelve miles before the first lock in the canal, 
and some grading had been done beyond this 
point. The first ile of actual canal had been 
dredged toadepth of 17 feet of water anda 
width of 270 feet. Surveys upon the .western 
end of the canal had been completed anda 
breakwater at the Harbor of Greytown was 
also nearly finished. 

A memorial to Congress was adopted by the 
convention setting forth 

“That the construction of the Nicaragua Canal is 
necessary to the successful defense of the Pacitic 
coast in time of war, and to the commercial success 
of the whole nation in time of peace; that when the 
canal shall be completed the distance by 

between San Francisco and New- 

will be shortened by nearly 10,000 
miles; that the sailing time from San Francisco 
to New-Orleanus will then not exceed twelve days, to 
New-York sixteen days, and to Liverpool twenty- 
one days, and as the most bulky articles are shipped 
by water when possible to do so the manufacturing 
States of the East and North and the great pro- 
ducing States of the West and South will each re- 
ceive incalculable benefit by the completion of this 
great work. 

Thatin the very nature of things at this time 
reasonable exchanges between the two most distant 
sections of our country and between all parts of the 
far Westand Europe are impossible. This is true 
because the distance by water around the Horn is too 
long, aud by land there is no etlective water compe- 
tition; that the construction of the ship canal across 
the isthmus of Nicaraguais therefore the only rem- 
edy for the evils complained of. 

The memorial continues: 

“The Nicaragua Canal will form a commer- 
cial link binding together the two sides 
of the American continent aud cementing 
even more closely the ties which unite 
the Western, Southern, and Northern parts 
of ourcommon country. 1tis a paiciotic duty and a 
commercial necessity to build this canal. It should 
be built now. It should be controlled by the United 
States. If this is done, the commerce of the Pacitic 
Ocean will drift into American channels. 

“New-York will soon control the World’s ex- 
changes. ‘Che Great West and South will be electri- 
fled with industrial prosperity and our mar- 
kets will imcrease in number and amounts, 
Now industries will be everywhere created 
and the old ones bdvetter maintained. Then 
American nations, which are all repubtics, will be 
able to maintain an American policy in the Western 
world—a policy of peace and commercial independ- 
ence, and then the prosecution of their trade and com- 
merce and the perpetuity of their institutions will 
rest alone with their own people. 

Resolutions were also adopted requesting Gov. 
Markham to communicate with the Governors 
of all States and Territories looking to the hold- 
ing of a National Nicaragua Canal Conven- 
tion at St. Louis June 2 next, and provid- 
ing that the delegates to such convention 
be appointed equally as may be between 
the two great political parties; also declaring 
belief that the saving to the Government in 
naval construction, equipment, and mainte- 
nance alone will be equal tothe whole cost of 
this canal across Nicaragua; that it will double 
the efficiency of the navy without any enhance- 
ment of cost, and constitute in itself a power- 
ful guarantee for the preservation of peace 
on the high seas. 

The suggestion of President Harrison, in his 
annual message, that party lines ought not to 
be drawn on this great American project, is ap- 
plauded by the convention, and the resolutions 
call on the National Conventions of both polit- 
ical parties now about to assemble to give 
formal indorsement to the same, and pledge 
their respective candidates to support an under- 
taking calculated to redound to the honor and 
welfare of the country.

BERLIN, March 29.—The last Philharmonic 
concert of the season was held this evening 
under the leadership of Dr. von Biilow.

BERLIN, March 29,—A defeat was administered 
to the Government in the Reichstag to-day 
whioh has caused some sensation in official oir- 
cles and in the city generally.

Some 
time ago the Reichstag, in the face of an appeal 
by Chancellor von Caprivi, rejected the vote for 
this vessel.

THE SILVER MEN ATTEMPT TO 
REVIVE THEIR COURAGE. 


MR. PIERCE ON THE HUNT FOR SIG- 
NATURES TO A CALL FOR A CLOSURE 
RESOLUTION — SENATOR STEWART 
ENTERS THE FIELD. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 29.—Some of the silver 
men to-day regained a part of the confidence 
they had lost yesterday, and renewed under the 
appeals of Representative Pierce, (Dem., Tenun.,) 
who is about to meet a convention of Alliance 
people in his district who want to nominate a 
free-coinage and Alliance Democrat, the cour- 
age that appeared to nave utterly oozed out. 
Mr. Bland did not feel so hopefulatany time to- 
day as Mr. Pierce, and he did not do more to 
help the silver men than to wish them good 
luck. 

Mr. Pierce and Mr. Montgomery (Dem., Ky..) 
started out to increase the number of signa- 
tures already secured to the request to the Com- 
Mittes on Rules for the closure. Before they 
had stopped they had, it is reported to-night, 
made out alist of 101 signers. But now the 
names begin to come hard. The silver men no- 
tice this, and they have been to the Speaker to 
ask him to throw all absent members out of the 
ealoulation, and to decide to take the request 
and act upon it ifitis signed bya majority of 
the members in town. 

Next week, if Senator Stewart (Rep., Nev.,) 
hss his way, silver will bea subject of disous- 
sion in the Senate. He has given notice of his 
intention to call up and debate his Free Coin- 
age bill. No one has asked Mr. Stewart to do 
this. The Democrats of the Senate have been 
satisfied to have the bill disposed of or held in 


the House, and to men like Hill and Gorman, 
who do not just now wish to hurt their small 
booms by bringing them into collision with 
silver, the prospect will be anything but agree- 
able. Hill, of course, can manage his affair by 
running away when the time for a vote ap- 
proaches. 

So there are two more chances, possibly, for 
the Silver bill to be beaten. Injthe House, where 
it would have been beaten directly if ithad been 
brought up to-day, it is more than lixely that, if 
the requisite number of signatures be submitted 
to Mr. Crisp, whether it be 118 or 106, deduct- 
ing absentees and those who may be absent 
whee the matter is submitted to the Speaker, 
the vote against the bill will be large enough to 
defeat it by a majority of 5 to 10. It might be 
less, but Mr. Bland does not see a possible vic- 
tory, and he will probably say that the bill 
would be defeated by more than 10 vetes. 

The bill that Mr. Stewart will call up is on the 
calendar by grace, on an adverse report of the 
ee on Finance. It has been there since 

‘eb. 9. To pass it it will be necessary to got 
many Republican votes as well as the solid 
Democratic vote. The party policy of the Ke- 

ublicans is just now more than district or 

tate interest. Party policy will lead several 
Senators who two years ago voted tor free coin- 
age to vote now against it. 

Canvasses have been made by the friends of 
free coinag”. as well as its opponents, and they 
differ. The silver men say that the bill will 
pass by amajority of from two to four. The 
opponents of free silver are confident that it 
Will be beaten by from two to eight votes. If 
the figures as quoted indicate confidence 

ater on one side than the other, the confi- 
ence is on the anti-silver side. Should the 
House fail to get its bill out of the place it is 
now in by arule for closure, and should the 
Stewart bill be passed, Mr. Bland would be no 
better off with the Stewart bill, when it came to 
the House, than he is with his own. He would 
again be obliged to hunt up the vote that he 
was yesterday unable to command, and he 
would probably find it mord elusive than it has 
been to-day. 


MR. CAMPBELL EXPLAINS. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—If “ Tim” Campbell 
(Dem., N. Y.,) had been here last Thursday, 
when the Silver Bill was up, and when Mr. Bur- 
rows (Rep., Mich.,) made his motion to table, 
the bill would have been put out of reach of Mr. 
Bland or his friends for the rest of the session. 
Campbell’s vote would have tabled it.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


—Gen. Konstantin von Alvensileben died in Berlin 
esterday at the age of eighty-thres. He was horn 
n Prussian Saxony in August, 1809. After being 
trained in the Cadet Corps, he became attached, in 
1827, toa grenadier regiment known ae the Kaisor 
Alexander Guard, in which he served almost contin- 
uously till after the Danish war, having risen step by 
step to the command of the regiment. In 1864 ho 
became Major General, and in 1866, after brilliant 
service in the war with Austria, Lieatenant General. 
Atthe outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war Gen. 
yon Alvensleben was placed in command of the Third 
Army Corps, which played a conspicuous part in the 
first battle of the war. He took part in the battle of 
Gravelotte and the siege of Metz. During the Win- 
ter campaign of 1870-71 bhé took part ‘n many bat- 
ties, notably that at Le Mans. Soon after his eleva- 
tion to the rank of General of Infantry, early in 187% 
he was, at his ———— request, placed on the retire 
list. A fort at Metz was, in 1873, named in honor of 
him. 

—Edwari Lord, a famous old-time Delaware River 
raftsman and pilot, died last week at his home on the 
banks of the river, near Dingman’s, Penn., at th 
ago of ninety-four years. € was born in ix 
and came to this country with his father’s family as 
a boy and settled in the Delaware Valley near where 
he died. His chief pursuit during his more activo 
years was in connection with the then extensive 
Jnmbering operations along the river, and he excelled 
all other raftemen on its waters in skill and hardi- 
nood. Before railroads were built in the valley it 
was his pride torun araft from the upper waters of 
the river to Philadelphia, about 160 miles, and walk 
back to the starting point within four days. He ro- 
tained remarkable physical vigor aiter he was 
ninety, and died at last of injures received by an 
accidental fall. He was twice married and his living 
descendants number ten children, sixteen grandchil- 
dren, and ten great-grandohildren. 

—The Prince de Chimay, Belgian Minister of For- 
eign Afiairs, died at Brussels posterded. His fail 
name was Marie Joseph Guy Henri Philippe de 
Riquet, Prince de Chimay et de Caraman. He was 
the son of the Prince de Chimay, the celebrated 
Belgian diplomat, who, after the revolution of 1830, 
represented the new nation at The Hague, Frankfort, 
Rome, Florence, and Paris. The late Prinoe, who 
was born at Ménars in 1836, married twice—in 485 7, 
Marie de Montesquiou-Fezensgac, and in 1889, Marie 
de Barandiaran. His sister Valentine was married 
in 1861 to Paul, Prince de Bauffremont, from whom 
she was divorced in 1874, marrying in the following 
year the Roumanian, George, Prince of Bibesoo. 

The Rev. Lucius Root Eastman died yesterday 
in Framingham, Mass., in his eighty-third year. He 
had been iu the ministry of the Congregational denom- 
ination for more than fifty years and preached to 
within a few weeks of his death. He was a native of 
Montague, Mass., and graduated from Amherst 
College in 1883, and from the Andover Theological 
Seminary. He had filled pastorates in Sharon, Berke- 
ley, Needham, and Neponset, where he founded a 
church. For more than a quarter of a century past 
he had done independent missionary work in Boswn 
among poor people. 

—Edward H.Coster died on Monday,aged fifty-eight 
years. He was & descendant from one of the oid 
Knickerbocker families and was well known in 60- 
ciety. Twenty years ago he lost his wife, who was 
Miss Margaret Lowndes of Baltimore, After her 
death he spent much of his time at his clubs, He 
was & member of the Union and the Reform Clubs. 
He leaves a sop, Edward L. Coster. The funeral 
services will be held at his home, 145 West Four. 
teenth Street, to-morrow morning at 10 o’olock. The 
burial will be at Hyde Park.

NEW-YORK’S REPUBLICAN’ DELEGATES 
AT LARGE ALREADY SELECTED. 


The Republican leaders are quietly making 
their arrangements for the State Convention 
for the selection of delegates to the National 
Oonvention, and in the forefront of their plans, 
of course, is tho selection of the four delegates 
atlarge. Tho State Convention will be held in 
Albany on April 28, and, according to the pres- 
ent slate, the reliability of which is vouched for 
by most competent authority, the delegates at 
large will be the same old big four of 1888— 
Chauncey M. Depew, Thomas ©. Platt, Senator 
Frank Hiscock, and ex-Senator Warner Miller. 

This will be a surprising bit of news to many 
ofthe Republican politicians who have been 
figuring out the slatein a different way. But 
the logic of the situation leads necessarily to 
the same old four. Their selection will be made 
with the view of showing the Republicans of the 
other States in what a wonderfully harmonious 
frame of mind the Republicans of this State are. 

At present the indications are that the New- 
York delegation will not cut a tremendous fig- 
ure, in the Republican National Convention at 
any rate, and if the delegation should go to 
Minneapolis with the frayed and ragged edges 
of discord showing allo ver it, it would out a 
still less important figure. 

There is no love lost between President Harri- 
son and certain of the conspicuous Republican 
leaders in this State. They have not been 
heard to raise a very great ory for the renomina- 
tion of the President. Some of them have 
flirted openly with other candidates, but as the 
time for the convention approaches, and they 
6e6 no other candidate looming into prominence, 
they are quietly trimming their sails to the 
Harrison winds, and they will make port on the 
best terms they can get. 

It looks now as though the New-York delega- 
tion inthe National Convention would om om 
turn in at the tail end ofthe Harrison procession 
It would be different, of course, if the Adminis- 
tration didn’t have the Federal office holders at 
its back andif Mr. Harrison’s friends had not 
been plowing over the State and planting the 
kind of political seed from which delegates 
naturally sprout in the merry Springtime of a 
Presidential year. Under the circumstances it 
will suit the Administration very well to have 
the old Big Four appear once more on the polit- 
ical stage singing the old, old song about a har- 
mony that doés not exist.

o outsiders it may carry the impression that 
the result of the last election for Governor, with 
the attendant election returns from certain up- 
country counties due largely to the antipathy 
to Plattism, have been forgotten and that the 
hatchet is buried—a beautiful dream warranted 
to encourage outside Republicans, but a little 
dubious as to its effect on New-York State Re- 
publicans, who are a trifle used to the old, old 
story about burying hatchets that won't stay 
buried and the preaching of harmony that 
doesn’t harmonize. 

Ao, as thingsstand at present, the old Big Four 
will go to thefront again. [t would not do to 
set any one of them aside to make room for 
the “new blood” that has been talked about.

“TARIFF REFORM PLANS CHANGED. 
-_-- se : 
THE PENDING BILLS TO BE HURRIED AS 
QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE, 


WASHINGTON, March 29.--The Springer Free 
| Wool bill will probably be passed by the House 
and sent to phe Senate within a week. This is 
the programme discnssed at a series of con- 
sultations to-day between Speaker Crisp, 
Mr. MeMillin, and the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee, and 
later approved by Chairman Springer. It will 
probably receive the formal indorsement of the 
Democratic majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee to-morrow, and the House will then, 


at the proper time, be requested to give its con- 
currence by agreeing a suspension of the 
rules for the passage of the bill. 

Under the ——— contemplated general 
debate will probably be closed within two or 
three days, and the bill wil] then be discussed 
for a very brief time under the five-minute rule. 
On Monday Chairman Springer, who is rapidly 
rec veetngtretn is severe illness, will appear 
in the House and himself make the decisive 
motion for the passage of the bill. He may 
make afew remarks in advocacy of the bill, 
but, in his enfeebled condition, will not attempt 
any elaborate closing argument. 

The entire Democratic programme was dis- 
cussed and practically rearranged within a pe- 
riod of three hours this afternoon and evening. 
Up to this week it had been expected that the 
tariff discussion would be allowed to continue, 
with interruptions for the passage of appropria- 
tion bills, until about April 22. On that day 
Chairman Springer was oxpected to appear in 
the House, make the closing speech of the tariff 
debates, and move the passage of the bill which 
bears his name. 

But within the past two or three days Speak- 
er Crisp, Mr. oMillin, and the Democratio 
members of the Committee on vars and Means 
have been discussing the advisability of passing 
the several tariff bills without delay, in order 
that the appropriation bills might be promptly 
disposed of and a resolution passed by the 
House for the “gto ye of Congress 
about June 1. The further necessity for the 
prompt passage of one or more tariff bills 
arose from the desire of the Democratic leaders 
to give the Senate ample time to discuss them 
before finaladjournment. In the event of the 
House proposing adjournment by June 1, it 
therefore became necessary to send the tariff 
bills to the Senate as quickly as possible, in or; 
der that the Republican Senators might not be 
able to state that insufficient time had been 
given that body for the disoussion of the several 
bills before adjournment. 

Atthe conclusion of a conference between 
Speaker Crisp, Mr. McMillin, and others this 
afternoon the opinion of Chairman Springer as 
to the best course to pursue was again request- 
ed, and Mr. Bryan (Dem., Neb.,) was designated 
to confer fully with him and report his views to 
the Democratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee. At the conclusion of this 
conference Chairman Springer, whose physician 
has all along pened against his design to 
close the tariff discussion, sent the following 
letter to the acting Chairman of the Committee:

OF THEIR NATURALIZATION 
SCHEME NOT BELIEVED. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Assistant Secretary 
Spaulding had not heard when a correspondent 
of Tux Times called at his office this morning 
of the trick alleged to have been discovered and 
putin operation by Canadians by which Chi- 


nese recently arrived in Canada are furnished 
with naturalization papers and immediately 
sent over the border for New-York and Boston 
as British subjects. The assumption was that a 
naturalization paper setting forth that the 
bearer; was a subject of Great Britain entitled 
the holder to free entry into the United States. 

Gen. Spaulding said that late this afternoon 
he received from Special Agent Ames, who be- 
longs to the Plattsburg district, but who is now 
in the Burlington district, a reportin which ho 
denied positively the truth of the reports. Gen. 
Spaulding said that that might be expected, for 
the Special Agents and Customs Inspectors were 
instructed so fully thatit could not be possible 
for Chinese to so evade the law. Some time ago 
there was a report that Chinese were being sent 
in from Mexico as subjects of thatcountry, and 
an order was issued requiring that no China- 
map should be allowed to pass the border unless 
he bore the certificate of the Government from 
which he came that he was a citizen of that 
country. 

“It a Chinaman appears anywhere on the 
Canadian border and attempts to getin upon 
@ naturalization paper he will be stopped. In 
addition to a naturalization paper he must 
show a certificate from the Dominion Govern- 
ment setting forth that he is a citizen of Cana- 
da, and, having that, he would probably be 
allowed to proceed. The naturalization paper, 
under the exclusion act, is not enough to assure 
a Chinaman’sentry. I donot believe that the 
Canadian courts are likely to issue such certifi- 
cates in great numbers in order to accommodate 
the Chinese.” 

The appearance of great numbers of Chinese 
bearing naturalization papers of recent date 
would, he said, be regarded as a deliberate at- 
tempt to violate the law, and the papers would 
not serve the purpose intended. Gen. Spauld- 
ing does notexpect to see Canada go into that 
line of business very heavily.

A branch is also to 
be built tothe numerous small pools in Butler 
County, and ifthe old fields in the northern 
part of the State continue to reduce, oil branches 
will be extended tothem. The line is to be as 
complete as the last seaboard built by the 
Standard, and itis to be ready to pipe oil be- 
fore twelve months have rolied around. 

The oil is to be logded upon tank steamers 
and carried to England, where the crude article 
is to be refined. The contracts for the steamers 
are err let, and are to be completed by the 
time the pe line is tinished. The refineries are 
to be built near Liverpool, that they may be 
easily accessible to the steamers.

TWO YEARS FOR AN EVANGELIST. 


—_————s 
THE ASSAULT ON MRS. SIDDALS IN A 
RAILWAY COMPARTMENT. 


' Loxpon, March 29,—At the Staffordshire As- 
sizes to-day John Goodall, aged thirty-five, 
an evangelist of Great Gate, near Alton Towers, 
was found guilty of assaulting Mrs. Mary A. 
Biddals in a compartment of a car on a Midland 
train near Tamworth onthe night of Jan. 11 
jast, and was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
meut at hard labor. 

This case has excited considerable discussion 
in England regarding the compartment system 
fn use on English railroads. Mrs. Siddals, who 
is the wife of Mr. A. R. Siddals, a boot and shoe 
manufacturer of Stapenhiil, Burton-on-Trent, 
had been visiting friends, and upon starting to 
return home she took an evening train on the 
Midland Road. She got into an empty carriage, 
but subsequently two other persci’s cot in, one 
being the accused and the other a Mr. Coles, 
who alighted at Tamworth. At this time the 
accused and Mrs. Siddals were sitting on op- 
posite sides of the carriage. 

Immediately after leaving Tamworth the ac- 
oused changed his seat and sat by Mrs. Siddala. 
He put his arm around her waist and asked her 
to let him look over the paper she was reading, 
stating.that she reminded him of one of his sis- 
ters. A struggle took place, and she rapped 
with her umbrella on the partition to attract at- 
tention. In the course of the struggle she man- 
aged to get the window down, and with her 
umbrella she tapped at the window of the next 
compartment. 

The prisoner put his arm around her waist to 
pull her away, and she then threw back the um- 
brella and held on to the window by both hands, 
ultimately getting on to the footboard, from 
which she fell or jumped to the ground. After 
this she lost recollection, except that she re- 
mombered hearing a noise like a clap of thun- 
der, which the medical men said was likely to 
be due to the fall, causing concussion of the 
brain. 

Passengers in the next compartment whohad 
heard the knocking and seen the woman fall 
watched the compartment until the train ar- 
rived at Barton and Walton, when they gave 
the acoused into custody. Goodall denied the 
charge, but the evidence was overwhelmingly 
pgainet him. 


' MOBE POST OFFICE FACILITIES. 


—— 
THE PNEUMATIO TUBE PLAN—RAPID 
CANCELING MACHINES. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Senator Sawyer 
(Rep., Wis.,) to-day reported a bill favorably 
from the Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads, to inquire into the utility of introducing 
the pneumatic tube system for the transporta- 
tion of mail matter between large cities. The 
dill provides for the appointment of three Com- 
missioners by the Postmaster General to ex- 
amine into the system and other devices with a 
view to bringing before Congress the best and 
most reliable information obtainable in this or 
foreign countries. The committee has had the 
subject under consideration for some weeks, 
and believes the system should be adopted in 
cities with a minimum population of 150,000, 
which would include about twenty cities of the 


country. The paseage of the Dill is recom- 
mended by the committee. 

The Postmaster General has approved a con- 
tract for furnishing the department with 100 
stamp canceling machines, at an annual rental 
of $400 each while in operation. 

New-York City is to have five of the machines, 
Chicago four, Philadelphia three, Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, Pittsburg, Washington, D.C, But- 
Yalo, Cleveland, Detroit, Brooklyn, Rochester, 
St. Louis, San Francisoo, and Kansas City, two 
each. 

The following-named offices will receive one 
each: New-Orieans, Louisville, Indianapolis, 
Newark, N. J.; Albany, Richmond, Va.; Toledo, 
Syracuse, Columbus, Atlanta, Hartford, New-

AN AMERICAN COMMISSIONER TELLS OF

PHILADELPHIA, Mare@h 29.—Mayor Stuart to-

euperintend the distribution of supplies, a 
cablegram dated Saratov, Russia, March 28, in 
which bis movements for four days are given.

Samara. Soenes heartrending. ecople just kept 
from starving through half pound black bread and 
dish thin soup daily. Hungertyphus in many places. 
It defies description. Peasants implore for Russian 
geed wheat to prevent recurrence famine. Do help 
20,000 now. Will bring untold happiness. Answer 
what you will do, care Minister Smith. Cable him 
money you can spare.” 

To this the Mayor at once replied as follows: 

“Have purchased second cargo flour. Sailing 
American steamship Conemaugh, April 138. Now 
‘trying to raise money for same. If successful, and 
any balance remains, will cable it for purchasing 
‘wheat as you urge.” 

ALL ON AOCOUNT OF A TURKISH BATH. 

SaLT LAKE City, Utah, March 29.—August

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 





—Much attention has been attracted to a series of 
articles on the English Navy published in a Belgian 
journal, written, itis said, by an English naval offi- 
cer of high rank. Inarecent number, the critic de- 
scribes the costand trials of the 110-ton gun, and 
says that aithough investigation has shown that it 
is useless after having been fired twenty-five times, 
ivstill forms partof the armamentot the Benbow, 
Sans Pareil, and Victoria. An hour's firing, the 
writer contends, would silence haifof them. He 
proposes to show ina subsequent article how badly 
England is prepared for a naval war. 

—The steain trial of the new British cruiser Hawke, 
which took place in the North Sea early in March, 
proved quite satisfactory. Under natural draught 
the vessel attainedan average speed of 19% knots 
per hour, which is 1's knots better speed thun was 
estimated by the designers. According to the pro- 
gramme she was to be completed in November, but 
the authorities now expect to have the vessel ready 
for active service in vune. She is one of the iirst- 
Class cruiser built under the Naval Defense act. 


—The old steam sloop-of-war Miranaa, which fora 
number of years has tigured in English naval reports 
as a non-pilec civo ship, has been selected as a training 
ship for young seamen. ‘Che Admiralty contemplates 
entering 1,202 additional boys for the navy as early 
as practicable in the ensuing year. This increase of 
the seaman force has been made necessary by the 
completion of several new war vessels. 

—A Russian squadron of ten vessels is expected to 
visit Cherbourg in the latter partof May. It wil] be 
under the command of Admiral Kaznakoff. His 
flagship is the cruiser Herzog- i dinburski, which was 
christened after the Czar’s brother-ln Jaw, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, After « stay of several days at Cher- 
bourg, the ftlect will visit Devonport. 

—Prince Henry of Prussia has been selected to com- 
mand ihe pew German armored cruiser Beowulf, 
which is intended to strengthen the German tieet in 
the North Sea. The Prince has the rank of Post 
Captain, and is the commander of the First Marine 
Division in Kiei. 

—The Sirius will be commissioned at Devonport 
April 5, to take the place of the Cleopatra as senior 
otiicer’s ship on the southeast coast of the American 
station. She will go out under the commana of Capt. 
‘Wilson, who will also bring the Cleopatra home. 

—There is much gratification in English Governinent 
@ock yards over the First Lord’s statement that, 
while the contract- built vessels under the Naval De- 
fense act are behind time, those under construction 
in the Government docks are ahead of time. 

—The United Service Gazette states that the Ac- 
miralty has made a contract with the Northwest 
Coal Company at Uttawa to supply 10,000 tons of 
coal annually for the use of ships belonging to the 

northern portion of the Pacific squadron. 

—The British turret ship Monarch, which was one 
of the pioneers of that type, is to be “re-engined and 

ed.” The cost of putting the vessel in thor-

gugh repair is estimated at £100,000. She was 
built in 1870 at a cost of £478,978. 

—Defects have been discovered in the furnaces of 
the new British cruiser Pique and the Admiralty 
have decided that the defective furnaces must be re- 
moved at the expense of the contractors and others 
substituted. 

—The British Channel squadron has sailed from Gi- 
praltar for Vigo, Pontevedra, and Orosa Bay.

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THE MURDERED WATCHMAN 


——_~._————. 
HE WAS STABBED TO DEATH IN 
COLD BLOOD BY HENEY HIGGINS. 


THE TESTIMONY BEFORE THE CORONER'S 
JURY WAS VERY CLEAR TO THAT 
EPFECT— JOHN COUGHLIN AIDED 
AND INSTIGATED THE CRIME. 


The Coroner’s inquiry into the murder of 
Bertrand Elmer Arnold, the detective killed in 
Long Island City Saturday evoning last, was 
held yesterday, and the result clearly shows 
that Arnold was murdered by SGenry Higgins 
and John Coughlin, strikers from the Simonds 
Stove Works on Borien Avenue. Three wit- 
nesses to the murder swore positively that 
Higgins and Coughlin attacked Arnold, that 
Coughlin threw him down on the ground, and 
that Higgins drove a knife into his throat. 

The procesdings were held in the Aldermanio 
Chamber inthe City Hall before Coroner Mein- 
ersand a jury of nine. Assistant District At- 
torney Cornelious took part in drawing the 
story of the crime from the witnesses, but Hig- 
gins was not represented by counsel. Higgins 
lives at 439 Tenth Avenue, this city, and was 
nrrested Sunday night. He is forty years of 
ageand an iron molder. He is heavily built, 
of medium height, with a determined appear- 
ance. His wife, a son, and stepdaughter were 
present at the inquest. 

The first witness was Joseph Convery, aged 
pighteen years, an iron-molder’s apprentice in 
the Simonds Stove Works. He testified that he 
Was at the shanty at the rear of McGuire’s 
house, near the spot where the crime was com- 
mitted, all day Saturday. A number of the 


strikers, who had been doing picket duty to in- 
tercept any one who might visit the factory to 
obtain work, were there also, among them being 
Henry Higgins, John Coughlin, and others. He 
heard Coughlin say he would “do the Indian 
up,” meaning Detective Arnold. 

George MeConkey tried to dissuade Coughlin 
from his intention. He took hold of him and 
tried to hold him back, but Coughlin shook him 
offand threatened to whip him. Finally, Mc- 
Conkey said he would have nothing more to do 
with him, and that he could go ahead. It was 
then about 5:45 o’olock in the evening, and De- 
tective Arnold was coming up the road. He 
was between the Puritan Club house and the 
bridge. Coughlin started for him. followed by 
four or five others. When Arnold saw Coughlin 
coming toward him he crossed the_ street. 

mong the men who followed Coughlin were 

coConkey, Gormley, Higgins, Fey], Chris Pell, 
and witness. Higgins started tocrossthe street 
to intercept Arnold, but Armstrong ran after 
him and tried to bring him back. He took hold 
of him, but Higgins broke away again. 

Coughlin had by this time reached Arnold 
and, stooping down, grasped him by the legs, 
and Arnold fell over on his back. Higgins then 
ran up and, bending over the prostrate form of 
Arnold, caught him by the chin with his left 
hand, drew back his right hand, and drove his 
knife into his throat. Coughlin was then at 
Arnold’s heels kicking at him. 

After Arnold had been stabbed the blood 
spurted up, and both Higgins and Coughlin ran 
away. The witness was about fifteen feet away. 
He said the men in the shanty thought Higgins 
and Coughlin were going to assault Arnold, but 
never thought they intended to murder bim. 
After the stabbing Higgins ran across the 
meadows toward the Queens County Court 
House. 

Peter Gormley. a molder, living at 274 Jack- 
son Avenue, Long Island City, was the next 
witness and showed a diagram of McGutre’s 
house and the shanty or shedin therear. Wit- 
ness, on coming out of the shanty on Saturday 
afternoon, heard Coughlin say to Pell and Hig- 
gins he was going “to do the cowboy up.” Wit 
ness told him lre had better not, as the cowboy 
(Arnold) was notinterfering with the strikers, 
and they had better let Lim alone. Witness 
testitied as to how McConkey toek hold of 
Coughlin and how the latter shook him off, and 
substantially told the same story of how the 
murder was committed as the previous witness, 
Convery, had done. 

All the witnesses testified as to how President 
Fagin, Secretary Armstrong of the Molders’ 
Union, and others of the men tried to restrain 
Coughlin from carrying out his threat of as- 
saulting Arnold. 

The jury remained out but a few moments be- 
Jore returning the following verdict: 

“It is hereby found that Bertrand Elmer Arnold 
came to His death by some sharp instrument in and 
by the hand of Harry Higgins on the day of March 
26,1892. And we also tind John Ooughlin impli- 
cated as an accessory to the death of said Bertrand 
XKimer Arnold.” 

Higgins was arraigned before Coroner Meiners 
and pleaded not guiity to the charge of mur- 
dering Arnold. He was committed to the county 

ail to await the action of the Grand Jury. The 
ody of Detective Arnold is still at the Morgue 
at Long Island City. Yesterday Coroner 
Meiners received the following telegram: 

Will you please forward the body of Bertrand 

lmer Arnold. who was mardered last Saturday, to 

utnam, Conn. D. G. ARNOLD. 

Coroner Meiners telegraphed back that some- 
body should be sent on to identify the remains 
and then take them back. D. G. Arnold is said 
to be the murdered man’s brother. 

Superintendent Richards of the Simonds 
works had offered to defray the expenses of a 
decent burial for Arnold had not the relativos 
orfriends of the deceased come forward. Mr. 
Richards was yesterday made a Deputy Sheriff 
by Sheriff Norton of Queens County, and a 
special force of officers, on his application, has 
been assigned to guard the stove works, as the 
strikers still frequent the vicinity. 

John Coughlin, the man the police are now 
looking for, was said to have been Vice Presi- 
dent of the Moilders’ Union. The union has 
shown no inclination to shield the murderers of 
Arnold. 





LOOKING AFTER THE POLICE. 


MANY WITNESSES TESTIFY BEFORE THE 
GRAND JURY. 


The investigation which the Grand Jury is 
conducting into the delinquencies of the police 
is getting interesting. Yesterday the most im 
portant witnesses examined were officers of the 
Joeal liquor dealers’ organizations. The other 
‘witnesses were Col. Elliott F. Shepard, who was 
acecompanied by his private secretary, Mr. 
Applegate, and carried a lot of papers; ex- 
Police Commissioner and present Police Justice 


John RB. Voorhis, Police Justice Kilbreth, Frank 
a. Lewis, Superintendent of the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime; Detectives Howes, Gard- 
ner, and Doyle of that society; Police Captain 
Ryan of the Mercer Street Station, who made 
his third appearance before the jury, and his 
Sergeant, Sullivan. 

But the most interesting testimony was that 
of ex-Alderman Peter feery, Treasurer of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Union, and John Keresey, for- 
merly President of the Wholesale Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association. They were examined as tothe 
funds of their respective organizations and their 
administration, with the purpose of determin- 
ing whether any of the money had been used 
among the police. 

Keresey was particularly interrogated as to 
the charge that members of the police force, 
and particularly Inspector Williams, had urged 
liquor dealers to sell the Hollywood whisry. 
This is reverting to an old charge, which was 
made incidentally by Assistant District Attor- 
ney William Travers Jerome in the trial of 
James Barker for assault in May, 1890. Mr. 
Jerome made the broad charge at the time that 
the police were hampering the prosecutions in 
the criminal courts, and that they did not tes- 
tify freely or fully. 


TO PREVENT ORIME. 

The officers of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, of which the Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst 
is President, has issued an appeal to the citizens 
of this city. As representatives of the society, 
these gentlemen say, they antagonize no polit- 
ical party, and simply stand on the platform of 
honest laws, honestly executed. The details of 


the work of the society and its methods and 
sage are well known, and, the officers he- 
lieve, commend themselves to the confidence 
and approbation of every law-abiding citizen. 

According to the constitution of the society, 
no member of the board is allowed to receive 
any compensation for his services. There are, 
however, expenses neccessary to be inourred 
for legal and detective work performed by per- 
sons outside of the board, and the society looks 
to an interested and sympathetic public for its 
support.

bill on Monday night in the Senate Chamber no 
opposition to it would be offered, the supposi- 
tion being that the sentiment of the people of 
this city had been so strongly demonstrated 
that the politicians would be thoroughly con- 
vinced of the necessity for repeal. This hope 
was dashed by the news that Senator McCarren

This situation was fully discussed and appre- 
ciated by the Executive Committee when it net 
at the headquarters, 63 Wall Street, yesterday. 
Nearly allot the thirty members of the com- 
mittee were present. Senator MoCarren's in- 
terference was considered, and it was suggested 
that communication be had with Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin of Brooklyn, and that he be asked to 
order Senator McCarren to keep bis hands off. 
The proposition was abandoned, mnt ty eg a 
the reason that the committee thought it beat 
to leave the matter of the repealin the hands 
of Tammany and hold the Tammany powers re- 
sponsible. ‘ 

News came from Albany of Senator Plunkitt’s 
proposed bill to construct a five-mile 8 eed way 
tor the borsemen in Jerome Avenue. his was 
discussed by the committee, and the decision 
was reached that the committee had no right or 
authority to take that measure into considera- 
tion, unless it should turn out that it was going 
to intertere in any way with the repeal of the 
Central Park race-course law, the one object 
which the committee was appointed by the citi- 
zens to consider. 

Word was also received from Albany that the 
.horse owners who backed the passage of the 
law had gathered there and had notified Senator 
Brown, Chairman of the Senate Committes on 
Cities, that before his committee reported on 
the repeal bill they desired a hearing. The Cit- 
izens’ Committee therefore telegraphed to ex- 
Corporation Counsel Henry R. Beekman, one of 
their number who wasin Albany, that if there 
was to be a hearing granted on the repeal bill 
the citizens desired to be heard. A telegram 
was also sent to Senator Brown telling him that 
if a hearing was to be given, the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee desired timely notice of it. W. Harris 
Rooms and Charles Wheeler Barnes, two mem- 
bers of the committee, were sent to Albany in 
the afternoon to report to the Executive Com- 
mittee from time to time. 

If there is to bea hearing on the repeal bill 
it will be an event of uncommon interest. The 
moment that the Executive Committee receives 
word that there is to be a hearing before the 
repeal bill is reported by the Committee on 
Cities, it will notify each of the 440 members 
of the General Committee of citizens appointed 
by the Cooper Union mass meeting that a 
special train is ready to take them to Albany. 

he great majority of the members of that 
General Committee have already expressed 
their willingness to giveup a day to show the 
legislators that the people of New-York City 
are in earnest in this matter. 

Frederick W. Hinrichs, President of the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club of Brooklyn, 
yesterday sent the following telegram to Sena- 
tor Patrick H. MoCarren: 

“You will pardon my addressing you upon a sub. 
ject that to us, as Brooklyn men, may not seem of 
personal importance. I happen to be well acquaint- 
ed with the gentiemen who represent the public sen- 
timent in New-York with regard to the bill known 
as the Driveway act. I notice that you do not think 
you ought to vote to repeal this act because you 
Yoted to pass it. It seems to me that since you have 
no special interest in the subject of the act its repeal 
becomes merely a matter of new information on 
which you can most properly decide to reconsider 
your first vote. 

“The expression of their feelings by the people of 
New-York City has been a little late, perhaps, but 
there is no question of its genuineness.

The trip this Summer will be to Southampton, 
Cherbourg, Lisbon, Gibraltar, Tangier, and 
Madeira, returning to New-York by Oct. 15. 
Winter cruises will also be held hereafter, leav- 
ing New-York early in January for the West 
Indies, returning in April. 

In no sense is the school a reformatory, and 
only boys who can produce satisfactory testi- 
monials will be admitted; nor will they remain 
on board unless they obey the rules and regula- 
tions. They are provided for at the expense 
of the city, with the exception of certain 
articles of clothing, including three suits of un- 
derclothing, three handkerchiefs. one jack- 
knife, a pair black-leatber shoes, a pair russet- 
leather shoes, a blue monkey jacket, a black 
silk neckerchief, toilet articles, a blacking 
brush and box of blacking, and a box of thread, 
needles, wax, tape, and buttons.

SEVERAL MATTERS OF INTEREST UNDER

The officers of the City Improvement Society 
met at 126 East Twenty-third Street yesterday 
afternoon.

The Secretary announced that he had consult- 
ed the Mayor’s Marshal on the subject of im- 
proving the cab system, and that he had prom- 
ised to help by enforcing the law which requires 
drivers to display the prescribed tariff. Citizens 
were asked to insist on seeing the prescribed 
rates on all occasions.

FOR WOMEN ON VIEW. 


Such New-York City women as are looking 
for decorative articles for the household should 
not fail to visit the exhibition sale of gentle- 
women’s handiwork by the New-York Exchange 
for Woman's Work in the Madison Square Garden 
Concert Hall to-day. The exchange was estab- 
lished twelve years ago for the benefit of 
Women obliged by adverse circumstances to 
make accomplishments or practical knowledge 


remunerative. In a single year several ladies 
have made through the medium of the exchange 
$1,800 each. 

To consignors during the twelve years’ exist- 
ence of the exchange has been sent $417,435.53 
for work done, and for salaries, which also goes 
to gentlewomen, has been paid $80,296.57. The 
aggregate paid to consignors through the sixty- 
odd exchanges established from Boston to 
Tacoma and Minneapolis to New-Orleans is 
$1,509,741.18. 

With these facts generally known, it was no 
wonder that a thousand or more ladies were 
attracted to the exhibition yesterday afternoon 
andevening. Around three sides of the white 
and gold concert hall there was a confusing 
array of useful and ornamental articles, from a 
hairpin to a hand-painted sofa cushion. Every- 
thing for any fancy at prices to suit a modest 
or an extravagant taste. A feature of the exhi- 
bition is a sofa cushion of bolting cloth, hand- 
painted ip oils and washed. In a hand-carved 
cabinet there is a tea set delicately hand painted 
in water colors, which was burned into the 
china in a kiln made by a woman.

THE CONSIDERABLE ESTATE OF AN 
ITINERANT PHRENOLOGIST. 


The will of Daniel Fairman, who lived in hum- 
ble apartments at 55 Thompson Street with his 
wife and two sons, was admitted to probate yes- 
terday by Surrogate Ransom. Mostof the per- 
sons who had known Fairman would have said 
that the filing of his will was a mere formality, 
not supposing that the old man had anything 
valuable enough to require a will for its dispo- 
sition.

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SERIOUS IN PRAGUE 


THE POLICE CHARGE THE MOBS 
WITH DRAWN SWORDS. 


AN ATTACK ON THE JEWISH QUARTER 
OF THE CITY SUCCESSFULLY RE- 
SISTED—A LARGE NUMBER OF THE 
RIOTERS SEVERELY WOUNDED. 


PRAGUE, March 29.—Some time ago prepara- 
tions were begun in this city by the National 
Czechs to celebrate the auniversary of the birth 
of John Comenius, the distinguished educational 
reformer. He was born March 28, 1592. 

After the preparations had in many cases been 
completed the Government issued an order for- 
bidding the celebration. The Czechs wero high- 
ly indignant, and the leaders declared that the 
day should be celebrated in spite of the prohibi- 
tion. The authorities expected trouble, and the 
entire police force of the city were ordered on 
duty. 

The day passed quictly enough, but at 7 
o'clock last evening an enormous crowd sur- 
rounded the monument to the poet Halek, on 
the Carlplatz. The police attempted to disperse 
the crowd, but they were resisted with dogged 
determination. Orders were then given to 
charge, and desperate figliting followed. Tho 
crowd were armed with sticks, and they dealt 
many severe blows to the gendarmes, The lat- 
ter slashed right and left with their swords, and 
finally, after a pitched battle, the crowd were 
forced to retreat. Many of the rioters were 
placed under arrest, and it was thought fora 
time that there would be no further trouble. 

The vigilance of the police was not relaxed, 
however. It was notlong before the crowd as- 
sembled again, this time in Bethlehemplatz, 
where John Huss, the Bohemian Reformer, 
preached nearly 500 years ago. Here ringing 
cheers were given for Comenius, mingled with 
cries of “ Down with Gautsch!” (Minister of 
Education.) The crowd were having things all 
their own way, when suddenly the police made 
another charge upon them. Another stubborn 
fight followed, the crowd using sticks and stones 
and any other weapons that came handy. There 
was hand-to-hand fighting for a short time, but 
finally the mob were driven from the square. 

Then singly and in groups they marched to 
the Town Hall, where they massed and sung 
national songs. After amusing themselves in 
this manner for a time without police interfer- 
ence some of the crowd shouted “‘Let’s make 
for the Jews!” The cry was taken up, and with 
yells of “To Josefstadt!” the Jewish quarter, 
the crowd started in that direction to vent their 
fury on the inoffensive Hebrews. 

The authorities, however, were warned of the 
proposed attack upon the Jews,anda detachment 
of mounted police had been dispatched to head 
off the rioters. The crowd marohed on, shout- 
ing and yelling, until they unexpectedly found 
their route blocked by the police. Nothing 
daunted, however, they pressed on, eager to 
reach the Jewish quarter. The police now 
acted with decision, determined to put the riot 
down effectually. Spurring their horses, they 
dashed into the crowd, heedless of whom they 
rode down, and slashing here, there, and every- 
where with their swords. The crowd held to- 
gether for a short time, and the police drew off, 
only to re-form their line and charge upon the 
mob. This time the mob wavered a little under 
the onslaught, and the police, noticing their in- 
decision, redoubled their efforts, and again the 
spurs were driven into the flanks of their horses. 

The animals infuriated by pain dashed furi- 
ously among the crowd, their iron shod hoofs 
striking down and seriously injuring a large 
number of the rioters. The mob lost compact- 
ness and broke and ran, taking advantage of 
the friendlv darkness and convenient alleyways 
to escape the police, who prosecuted a rigorous 
search for them in every direction. A large 
number of the rioters received severe sword 
wounds. They were removed in custody to the 
hospital, where their wounds were dressed, after 
which they were locked up. 

To-day the city wears its normal aspect, and 
vo further trouble is apprehended. 





SMOKELESS POWDER TESTS. 


SUCCESSFUL TRIALS WITH FOUR AND 
+ EIGHT INCH GUNS. 
> 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Some very gratify- 
Ing results have been obtained with a hand- 
made sample of smokeless powder at the naval 
ordnance proving ground at Indian Head. The 
tests with the powder made by the Ordnance 
Bureau’s chemist at Newport have hitherto 
been confined to small arms, including the one, 
three, and six pound guns and the four-inch 
rapid-fire gun, promising results having been 
obtained in all cases. With charges about one- 
half those used with ordinary powders the ve- 
locities were increased from 150 to 200 foot 
seconds, with no increase of chamber pressure. 
The Naval Chief of Ordnance at the time ex- 
pressed the hope that smokeless powder might 
come into exclusive useinall guns of six-inch 
calibre and below it. 

The test which has just taken place was with 
a four-inch gun and with an eight-inch gun. In 
the former weapon a thirty-three-pound pro- 
jectile was used, with a powder charge of five 
ands haif pounds. The velocity obtained was 
2,160 toot seconds, at a pressure of 14.6 tons. 
In the case of the eight-inch gun an eighty- 

und projectile was used, as is done in the 
oreign services. The powder charge was six- 
teen pounds, and there was developed a velocity 
of 2,415 foot seconds and a pressure of 13.6 
tons. These results compare favorably with 
those obtained abroad under much better con- 
ditions. 

This seems to settle the question, if any ever 
existed, of the merit of the naval smokeless 
powder. 


HERE PERNERSTORFERS TREASON. 


THE REICHSRATH NOT IN A HUMOR 
TO SURRENDER HIM FOR TRIAL. 


VIENNA, March 29.—The police have charged 
Herr Pernerstorfer, a Socialist leader in the 
lower house of the Reichsratb, with treason 
for his utterances ata meetingof workingmen, 
claiming that he incited them to revolt against 
the Government. The police proposed to ex- 
pedite his trial by asking the House to sur- 
render the accused before the adjournment for 
the Easter holidays. 

The members, however, are not disposed to 
allow this breach of parliamentary immunity, 
and they are combining to protect the privilege 
against arrest guaranteed by the law of the 
empire to members of the Reichsrath while 
that body is in seasion.

TWO THOUSAND TONS OF SILVER. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—S8ecretary Foster, in 
sending an answer to the House to-day to a 
resolution calling upon him for information as 
to the amount of gold, silver, and minor coinage 
executed at the United States Mints during the 
past year, again sets forth the necessity for bet- 
ter and enlarged facilities for the Mint in Phila- 
deiphia. ; 

One of the,most serious defects in connection 
with the present building is the lack of storage 
capacity for the enormous quantity of silver 
bars now being purchased by the Government 
under the act of July, 1890, and stored in that 
building. Of the 4,500,000 ounces of silver re- 

uired by law to be purchased monthly, nearly 

,000,000 ounces are at present delivered at the 
Mint at Philadelphia. About 60,000,000 ounces 

of silver, over 2,000 tons, in the shape of bars 
weighing from 1,000 to 1,200 ounces each, are 
at present stored in the basement of that mint. 
This is in addition to some $55,000,000 in silver 
dollars and $35,000,000 in gold.

4 REVEREND BRUTE CONVICTED. 


SAMUEL G. COTTON CONDEMNED FOR 
CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


BELFAST, March 29.—The jury in the case of 
the Rev. Samuel G. Cotton, formerly at the head 
of the Carogh Orphanage, to-day found him 
guilty of all the charges of cruelty preferred 
against him in connection with the administra- 
tion of that institution. Sentence was deferred. 

The publication of the facts in connection with 
this case excited widespread indignation 
throughout Ireland and England. The accused, 
with his wife, was tried in November last at the 
Carlow Assizes on three charges. One was of 
manslaughter occurring ten or eleven yoars 
ago, another was of manslaughter of more re- 
cent date, and the third was of cruelty to cer- 
tain children in the orphanage at Carogh. Mra. 
Cotton, by direction of the Judge, was acquitted, 
and the jury disagreed in reference to Mr. Cot- 
ton and he was allowed out on bail. Subse- 
quently the reverend defendant made applica- 
tion for a change of venue, on the ground that 
he could not have a fair trial at Carlow, where 
public feeling was decidedly against him. The 
application was granted and the venue was 
changed to Belfast. 

The charges of cruelty were originally made 
by Mr. Francis Murphy, Inspector of the Soci- 
ety fortke Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
who accused the defendants, in the first in- 
stance, of ill treating, neglecting, and exposing 
Adelaide Parker, Kathleen Lynch, Anne King, 
and Mary Wills or Willet, girls under the age of 
sixteen years, and in the second instance of 
having ill treated and neglected Bernard Say- 
age, Thomas Brown, Charles Headly, and Rob- 
ert Steele, boys under the age of fourteen years, 
all being inmates of the Carogh Orphanage. 

The evidence showed that Cotton, who was 
rector at Carogh as well as manager of the 
orphanage, had treated the children in a 
most cruel and brutal manner. The verdict is 
universally approved.

TO BE PRESSED TO TRIAL. 


Boston, March 29.—United States District At- 
torney Allen, speaking of his recent visit to 
Washington, says: ‘‘ Attorney General Miller 
s in perfect sympathy with the attitude of 
this office toward the Maverick Bank and 
Whisky Trust cases. We intend to keep steadily 
on in the prosecution of these suits until their 
merits have been passed upon by the juries who 
will sit in judgment upon them. We are de- 
termined that justice shall be done to all parties 
interested, including the defendants.” 

With regard to the rumored taking of appeals 
in both cases to the Supreme Court, under a 
provision of the act establishing a Court of Ap- 
peals, he expressed his grave doubts as to 
whether anything could come of it. 

“This plan,” he said, ‘if attempted, would 
seem to contemplate the taking of an appeal to 
the Supreme Court on principles of law before 
the questions of fact had been passed upon. But 
this course of proceeding has been condemned 
by Justice Lamar of the United States Supreme 
Court on two occasions!”’ 

As to the probability of such an appear being 
decided upon, he said: “ Mr. Root of New-York, 
their counsel, will be here on Saturday, and 
then the question of procedure under appeal 
will probably be brought up and decided.”

SING SING A HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 

As the citizens of Sing Sing are taking steps 
toenlarge their boundaries and propose ulti- 
mately to make application to the Legislature 
for incorporation as a city, a glance at the ear- 
liest recorded history of the village is inter- 
esting. . 

At the time of the sales of the lands in that 
vicinity by the Commissioners of Forfeitures in 
1785 there were but three dwelling hpuses in 
Sing Sing, it having previously been a mere 
Indian village of tents. A stone mansion, only 
one story high, then stood where the old Croton 
Aqueduct meets Main Street, which not only 
served Moses Ward as a dwelling, but also asa 
fortress for defense against the Indians. 

Daniel D. Mangam, who now resides in High- 
land Avenue, well remembers hearing his grand- 
mother relate her personal knowledge of the 
Indians, of their going forth in their canoes in 
the mornings from the Kill Brook tothe Hud- 
son, and of their returns in the evenings, after 
the day’s fishing and hunting was over, to rest 
in the valley or to sleep in the great cave of the 
Kill. This cave used to be of considerable 
capacity, but it has rapidly crumbled, fillea, 
and is now little more than a ledge of rock. 

For many years it was “nip and tuck” with 
the little hamlet of Sparta, just below the 
prison, and the present Sing Sing which should 
be the village proper. The magnificent river 
views from the higher ground of Sing Sing 
seem to have been the cause of attracting the 
population, and Sparta has remained at astand- 
still, while Sing Smg has grown up into a 
beautiful and flourishing village. 





FILMS AND SOAP BUBBLES. 

The first lecture ofa course of three on the 
subject of “‘ Films and Soap Bubbles” was deliv- 
ered yesterday afternoon at Berkeley Lyceum 
by Prof. T. O’Conor Sloane. The course is de- 
signed to treat this interesting subject in a way 
particularly attractive to children. : 

The subject of films was especially treated 
yesterday. The lecturer performed many beau- 
tiful experiments. He told the children, too, 
how to blow bubbles successfully. In substance 
his directions were: Take alamp chimney, one 
which is straight up and down, dip one end into 
a solution of soap and water until a flat disk of 
film covers the end. Blow gently till the bubble 
is started. Then remove the chimney about two 
inches from the lips aud continue blowing 
gently. In this way giant bubbles can be 
blown without exhausting the blower.

Waonesday, Marcy 30, 


AN OLD SCHEME REAPPEARS 


ee 
FRANCHISE ASKED FOR AN UP- 
TOWN GRIDIRON ROAD. 


THE MERSEREAU-BARTLETT COMBINA- 
TION AGAIN AT WORK-—ITS APPLI- 
CATION SUBMITTED TO THE BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN—ITS PLANS. 


About a year ago THE TIMES exposed the 
scheme of the Mersereau-Bartlett cross-tow 
railroad enterprise, which was in the nature of 
a **btrike,” and which was calculated to pre- 
vent bona fide capitalists and investors from 
getting railroad franchises for streets between 
Fiftieth and One Hundredth. After the exposé 
nothing was heard of the scheme for some time, 
but yesterday it popped up againin the Board 
of Aldermen under the old name of the Fiftieth 
Street, Astoria Ferry and Central Park Railroad 
Company. Now itis said that the company has 
the consent of two-thirds of the property own- 
ers alfected. 

The desires of the company are not small. It 
wants the Aldermen to grant it a franchise that 
will not only enable it practically to gridiron 
the city on both sides of Central Park, but to a 
certain extent to penetrate Central Park itself. 
Alderman Hart of the Twenty-second Assembly 
District introduced a resolution yesterday ask- 
ing for the creation of the franchise in the usual 
form. A glance at the proposed route will give 
some idea of the sort of scheme this is. 

It is proposed to start the road from the foot 
of West Fifty-seventh Street and extend it down 
Eleventh Avenue to Fifty-fourth Street, to 
Tenth Avenue, to Fiftieth Street, thence to Park 
Avenue, to Fifty-first Street, to First Avenue, to 
Fifty-third Street, to Avenue A, to Eighty-sixth 


or Eighty-ninth Street, and then through Ave- 
nue B to the junction of that avenue with the 
East River. It proposes to connect the main 
tracks with transverse roads in Central Park by 
connecting lines through Ninety-third and Nine- 
ty-sixth Streets, and the resolution further says: 


“The road isto connect with any railroad which 
may be constructed on the transverse road through 
Central Park at or near that point, {Ninety-third or 
Ninety-sixth Street;] also from the intersection of 
Madison Avenue and Ninety-sixth Street on Madi- 
son Avenuoc to Ninety-seventh Street, to Central 
Park, and to connect with any railroad which may 
be constructed on the transverse road through Cen- 
tral Park at or near that point, thence by such rail- 
road through Central Park vw Eighth Avenue, with 
double tracks to West Ninety-sixth Street, to or as 
near to the Hudson River as practicable to connect 
with any ferry which may be established ator near 


that — 

“Also from the intersection of East Sixty-fifth 
Street and Kast Sixty-sixth Street witha single track 
on each of those streets to Central Park and to connect 
with any railroad which may be constructed on the 
tranverse road through Central Park at or near 
those streets, through the Park to Eighth Avenue, 
and to connect and co-operate with any railroad 
which may be constructed on West Sixty-fifth Street 
and West Sixty-sixth Street. 

“ Also from East Seventy-ninth Street at or near 
East River, with counections to any ferry which 
may be established at or near that point, westwardly 
on East Seventy-ninth Street, with double tracks to 
Central Park, and to connect with any railroad 
which may be constructed on the tranverse road 
through Central Park at that point, thence by such 
railroad to Eighth Avenue, thence on Eighth Ave- 
nue to West Eighty-first Street and West Seventy- 
seventh Street, to Ninth or Columbus Avenue, to 
West Seventy-ninth Street, to or near the Hudson 
River, with connections toany ferry which may be 
established at or near that point, with all necessary 
connections, turnonts, sidings, switches, turntables, 
and convenient stands for the pee workings and 
accommodation of said railr xy 

The application for thecreation of this re- 
markable franchise was signed by John W. 
Mersereau as President of the company and 
Frederick A. Bartlett as Secretary. 

Alderman Hart said that the project had the 
approval of the Taxpayers’ Association of the 
Twelfth and Nineteenth Wards and that one 
of the principal reasons for the construction of 
the road was the establishment of a system of 
transfers which would enable passengers to 
reach almost any point on Manhattan Island 
upon the payment of one fare. He moved that 
the resolution be referred to the Railroad Com- 
mittee, and this course was adopted. The public 
hearing on the project was fixed for noon of 
May 12, in the Council Chamber.

AFFIDAVITS FILED BY HER COUNSEL IN 
THE INJUNCTION PROCEEDINGS. 


New atlidavits were filed with the Clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday in the ap-

Thurber, President of the United States Pub- 
lishing Company, and Edward Lange, Treasurer 
of the Belford Company and the United States 
Book Company, called upon him without invita- 
tion from him and made two propositions in 
settlement of Mrs. Davis’s claims, One was 
that she should turn over the sale of her book to

to herself and much larger to the Belford Com- 
pany. The alternative was that she should ac- 
cept in settlement aclaim which Lange repre- 
sented the Belford Company held against Bel- 
ford, Clarke & Co. of Chicago. Mr. Hoadly de- 
clined both propositions.

States Book Company are also presented, which 
show the officers of the company to be: Pres- 
ident—H. K. Thurber; Vice President—John W. 
Lovell; Treasurer—Edward Lange; Secre- 
tary—James A. Taylor.

CONKLIN H. AS RESIGNED. 


HE COULDN’T STAND THE PRESSURE OF 
AN INVESTIGATION. 


Director William A. Conklin of the Central 
Park Zoological Garden has resigued under 
pressure of the Commissioners of Accounts’ in- 
vestigation into the mismanagement of the gar- 
den. The facts that led to this resignation have 
been known to the Park Department for two 
years. Just why the conditions were permitted 
to continue ia now one of the municipal mys- 
teries. Possibly President Gallup was afraid 
thatif he took cognizance of the abuses he 
knew to exist at the “ Zoo” he would have been 
mandamused to permit them to continue, or 
possibly Commissicuer Paul Dana's love for 
avimals, snakes,and things aided in keeping Mr. 
Conklin undisturbed. 

The Commissioners of Accounts intended to 
go on with their investigation yesterday morn- 


ing, but there were no witnesses. Mrs. Conklin, 
née Lily O’Dutiy, was to have testiiied, but Dr. 
P. W. Cremin of 818 Lexington Avenue sent a 
certificate that she was too ill to leave her 
home. Conklin is still among the temporarily 
missing. 

Conklin’s letter of resignation, sent to the 
Park Department, was mailed from Station A 
in Kast Vilty-fourth Street, but the envelope 
showed creases that indicated that it had pre- 
viously been inclosed to some person in tbis 
city, probably Mrs. Conklin. The letter was re- 
ceived by President Gallup, and sent by him to 
the Commissioners of Accouuts. The resigna- 
tion wus dated New-York, March 25, aud was 
directed to the Commissioners. It read: 

GENTLEMEN: I hereby resigu -my position as Di- 
rector of the Central Park Menagerie. 

That was satisfactory enough for Tammany. 
It gave it another place to fill. Mr. Gallup said 
that he was giad to receive the resignation. He 
also said that Mr. Conklin hud been misusing 
the department for his own purposes. Then 
Mr. Gallup made the startling admission that 
Mr. Conklin would have been dismissed long 
ago but for the influence his friends had with 
members of the former board. 

It was stated yesterday that when, two years 
ago, a resolution dismissing Conklin was offered 
in the board, it was defeated by the votes of 
Mesers. Borden, Robb, and Hutchins. 

Some witnesses were examined at yesterday 
afternoon’s session of the investigation. Peter 
Bhannon, a keeper at the “Zoo,” testified that 
for wany years he had made up the boxes for 
the shipment of animals by Mr. Conklin’s or- 
ders. Hedid the work after regular hours, 
and used lumber and nails belonging to the 
menagerie, 

LP Top verty Clerk Van Valkenburg, being recalled, 
said that he had not seen Mr. Conklin since last 
Tuesday, but he had received an unsigned note 
from him saying that he was going away fora 
rest. Mr. Van Valkenburg met Mr, Conklin at 
the Plaza Hotel last Tuesday bight. They talked 
avout the investigation, and the Property Clerk 
said that Conklin was then so nervous that he 
Was crazy. 

Conklin’s resignation will probably be acted 
upon at to-day’s meeting of the Park Board. The 
probabilities are that it will be accepted, al- 
though some think that dismissal and not resig- 
nation is warranted by the facts in the case. 
There is no strong disposition on the part of the 
city authorities to pureue him criminally. Cor- 
poration Counsel Clark said yesterday that he 
thought that Conklin had suffered enough.

THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE

DULUTH WILL BUILD A BRIDGE WITH 
OR WITHOUT CONSENT. 


Dvu.uTH, Minn., March 29.—Work has begun 
onthe masonry abutments for a steel viaduct 
over the railroad track at the foot of Lake Ave- 
nue, for which the St. Paul and Duluth Railway 
has appropriated $50,000. The city does the 
work in anticipation of building a bridge over 
the ship canal at Lake Avenue, and this bridge 
must be built, it is stated, whatever may be 
the decision of the Secretary of War in regard 
to the matter. 

The Vessel Owners’ Association of the Lakes 
appeared last week before a board of high Gov- 
ernment engineers at Detroit to argue against 
the bridge, and a committee of the Duluth City 
Council and Chamber of Commerce argued that 
the bridge should be built. It is generaliy be- 
lieved that the engineers will report against 
Duluth’s petition, and that the Secretary of 
War will not overrule their recommendation. 

The City Government, however, has about 
come to the conclusion to defy Unele Sam if 
necessary, and to go ahead and build the bridge 
any way. It claims that certain legal compli- 
cations and the fact that Duluth itself dug and 
paid for the canal allow it to do this. 

The Vessel Owners’ Association will urgea 
fight over the matter, and, if Duluth goes ahead 
with this bridge in opposition to the decision of 
the Secretary of War, there will be music by 
the full band.

Detroit, March 29.—This morning a large 
crowd gathered about the Municipal Building, 
it having been rumored that Prince Michael was 
to be arraigned in the police court.
